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CONDENSED  SUMMARY 

Income 

The  total  gross  income  of  the  University  from  all  sources  for  the  fiscal  year  1929-30  was 
$7,115,864,  as  shown  on  pages  12  and  13.  Of  this  income  the  sum  of  $24,131  was  added  to 
permanent  endowment  funds  and  student  loan  funds  leaving  a total  income  of  $7,091,733  for 
operation  and  capital  additions.  Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $195,974  was  specifically  designated 
for  capital  additions;  the  sum  of  $1,024,785  was  for  other  specific  purposes,  leaving  the  amount 
of  $5,870,974  as  the  general  income  of  the  University  for  the  year. 

Income  From  the  State 

Income  from  State  appropriations  for  the  year  1929-30  totaled  $4,969,724  of  which 
$4,775,000  was  for  operation,  maintenance  and  equipment,  and  $194,724  for  new  buildings  or 
additions  to  buildings.  The  latter  figure  represented  the  amount  expended  during  the  year 
out  of  the  1929-31  biennium  appropriation  of  $2,500,000  for  buildings.  The  sources  of  rev- 
enue for  the  State  appropriations  mentioned  above  were  as  follows:

These  expenditures  are  not  the  total  expenses  of  each  division,  since  the  expenses  of  General 
University  Administration  and  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Physical  Plant  are 
not  included,  and  the  expenditures  as  given  for  the  various  colleges  do  not  show  the  cost  of 
service  rendered  by  one  college  to  another.  The  figures  are  also  gross  expenditures;  in  certain 
instances,  considerable  amounts  of  income  arise  directly  from  the  departmental  operations  as 
per  statements  on  pages  17  and  28  to  33. 


General  University  Funds  Recapitulation 

A recapitulation  of  General  University  Funds  incomes  and  expenditures  is  shown  on  page 
16.  Income  balances  brought  forward  July  1,  1929  totaled  $1,161,822  and  income  for  the 
year  1929-30  was  $6,712,433,  making  a total  of  $7,874,255  available  for  expenditure.  Expendi- 
tures amounted  to  $7,100,148  and  unexpended  balances  June  30,  1930  totaled  $774,107.  Of 
this  sum  $522,948  was  encumbered,  leaving  a working  balance  of  $251,159. 


Stores  and  Service  Departments  and  Enterprises 

Transactions  of  University  storerooms  and  service  departments  are  accounted  for  sep- 
arately through  revolving  accounts,  of  which  a complete  statement  appears  on  page  46.  Total 
purchases  for  storerooms  during  the  year  1929-30  amounted  to  $351,964,  stock  issued  to  de- 
partments and  included  under  expenditures  amounted  to  $347,218  and  the  inventory  of 
stock  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  $117,863. 

A statement  of  the  operation  of  the  Residence  Halls  and  Hospital  at  Urbana  is  given  on 
pages  46-47. 

Expendable  Funds  (exclusive  of  Trust  Funds) 

The  cash  balance  held  by  the  University  Treasurer  on  June  30,  1930  in  the  general  funds, 
as  shown  on  page  10,  made  up  of  receipts  from  student  fees,  residence  hall  charges,  sale  of 
products,  etc.,  was  $676,063.  Balances  in  state  appropriations  for  1929-30  for  operation  and 
maintenance  totaled  $241,893.  Petty  cash  funds  held  by  various  officers  amounted  to  $30,600. 
Inventory  of  general  stores  totaled  $117,863,  accounts  receivable  $44,267;  and  miscellaneous 
items  $20,091  making  the  total  current  resources  $1,130,777. 

Of  this  amount,  the  sum  of  $109,454  represented  orders  and  contracts  outstanding  and 
unpaid  as  at  June  30,  1930.  The  sum  of  $382,894  represented  appropriations  made  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  various  purposes  but  not  yet  expended.  The  further  sum  of  $387,270 
represented  balances  in  self  supporting  activities  and  amounts  held  as  working  capital  of  service 
departments.  After  allowing  for  all  these  items,  the  net  unappropriated  and  unencumbered 
balance  of  current  funds  amounted  to  $251,159. 


June  30,  1930 
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Endowment  Funds 

The  endowment  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of  lands  under  the  Federal  Land  Grant  Act  of 
1862  now  totals  $649,013  as  per  page  10,  and  is  in  the  possession  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  Income 
on  this  fund  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent  per  annum  is  paid  the  University  by  the  State  out  of  its 
general  revenue,  as  per  page  17. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment,  permanent  endowments  created  by  private  gifts  totaled 
$304,330  on  June  30,  1930,  excluding  student  loan  funds,  as  shown  on  pages  48-49.  This  total

This  indebt- 
edness on  June  30,  1930  was  $49,400  in  the  form  of  6 per  cent  bonds,  due  in  1932  of  which 
$4,700  was  held  by  the  University,  see  pages  62-65. 

Stadium  Fund  (Of  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  Custodian). 

The  accounts  of  the  Memorial  Stadium  Fund  arising  from  subscriptions  of  individuals 
are  kept  in  the  Business  Office.  For  purposes  of  reference,  a statement  is  included  on  page  81. 
The  total  receipts  of  the  fund  to  June  30,  1930  were  $1,738,100,  the  expenditures  $1,735,642, 
leaving  a balance  of  $2,458  on  that  date.

Transactions  of  University  storerooms  and  service  departments  are  accounted  for  sep- 
arately through  revolving  accounts,  of  which  a complete  statement  appears  as  schedule  B-4. 
Purchases  are  not  entered  as  expenditures  until  issued  and  charged  to  departments.  Unissued 
stock  is  carried  as  an  asset  of  current  funds.  Total  purchases  of  storerooms  during  the  year 
1930-31  amounted  to  $343,242,  stock  issued  to  departments  and  included  under  expenditures 
amounted  to  $347,289  and  the  inventory  of  stock  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  $113,816. 


Student  Loan  Funds 

A statement  of  Student  Loan  Funds  appears  as  Exhibit  C.  The  total  loanable  principal 
of  all  funds  June  30,  1931  was  $192,983.70  an  increase  of  $9,112  over  the  corresponding  total 
June  30,  1930.  This  increase  was  entirely  from  interest  received  on  loans. 


Endowment  Funds 

The  endowment  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of  lands  under  the  Federal  Land  Grant  Act  of 
1862  now  totals  $649,013  as  per  exhibits  A and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  has  taken  this  fund 
over  and  assumes  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  Income  on  this  fund  at  the 
rate  of  5 per  cent  per  annum  is  paid  the  University  by  the  State  out  of  its  general  revenue, 
as  per  schedule  B-l. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment,  permanent  endowments  created  by  private  gifts  totaled 
$350,591  on  June  30,  1931,  excluding  student  loan  funds,  as  shown  on  exhibits  A and  D.  This

We  have  audited  the  accounts  of  the  University  of  Illinois  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1932,  and  we  hereby  certify  that,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain  by  an  extended 
detail  examination, 

All  income  which  the  University  should  have  received  during  the  year  has  been  received 
and  accounted  for. 

All  disbursements  have  been  made  for  University  purposes  and  have  been  properly 
authorized,  and  the  expenditures  have  been  correctly  recorded  in  the  books  of  account. 

The  cash  and  securities  as  shown  by  the  books  as  at  June  30,  1932,  are  correct  in 
amount  and  have  been  verified  by  actual  inspection,  count  or  confirmation  from  the  de- 
positories. 

The  cash  includes  $108,143.34  on  deposit  in  the  First  National  Bank,  Champaign, 
Illinois,  which  closed  its  doors  January  16,  1932,  and  is  now  in  process  of  reorganization. 
It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  little  or  no  loss  to  depositors  but  under  the  proposed  plan 
of  reorganization  a portion  of  the  funds  on  deposit  will  not  be  available  for  some  time, 
pending  the  sale  of  certain  assets  of  the  Bank  in  a market  more  favorable  than  that  at 
the  present  time.  In  connection  with  this  account  the  University  holds  the  personal  bond 
of  Mr.  Hazen  S.  Capron,  former  Treasurer,  and  his  Co-Sureties. 

The  report  of  the  comptroller  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1932,  a copy  of  which  is 
attached  hereto,  is  in  accordance  with  the  books  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  correct.

The  total  current  income  for  educational  and  general  purposes  for  the  fiscal  year  1931-32  was  $6,475,211, 
and  came  from  the  following  sources  as  shown  on  Schedule  B-l :

The  amount  of  income  from  state  appropriations  represents  that  sum  expended  or  encumbered  by  the 
University  during  the  current  year  out  of  total  appropriations  of  $4,955,000.  The  unexpended  balance  of  this 
appropriation,  amounting  to  $549,414,  was  allowed  by  the  University  to  remain  unused. 

Of  the  total  sum  expended  during  the  year,  $2,582,359  came  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  of  the  state 
and  $1,823,227  from  a special  fund  arising  out  of  the  proceeds  of  a one-third  mill  tax  for  the  University.  There 
were  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year  anticipation  tax  notes  issued  by  the  State  Government  in  anticipation 
of  the  receipt  of  taxes  for  the  University  Fund  amounting  to  $600,000,  and  there  was  on  hand  in  the  fund  to 
apply  toward  the  redemption  of  these  notes  $207,000.  The  amount  of  taxes  levied  for  this  fund  and  uncollected 
as  of  June  30,  1932,  was  over  $1,500,000,  not  including  the  levy  for  Cook  County  for  the  year  1931  not  yet 
completed  and  estimated  to  amount  to  not  less  than  $1,200,000. 

Income  from  auxiliary  activities— residence  halls,  etc. — -amounted  to  $165,125,  per  Schedules  B-l  and 

B-2m. 

Income  specifically  designated  for  annuities  and  for  fellowships,  scholarships,  prizes,  and  similar  student 
aid  amounted  to  $16,457,  as  detailed  on  Schedule  B-l. 


Current  Expenditures

Stores  and  Service  Departments 

Transactions  of  University  storerooms  and  service  departments  are  accounted  for  separately  through 
revolving  accounts,  of  which  a complete  statement  appears  as  schedule  B-4.  Purchases  for  storerooms  are 
not  entered  as  budget  expenditures  until  issued  and  charged  to  departments.  Unissued  stock  is  carried  as  an 
asset  of  current  funds.  Total  purchases  of  storerooms  during  the  year  1931-32  amounted  to  $300,085,  stock 
issued  to  departments  and  included  under  departmental  expenditures  amounted  to  $323,214,  and  the  inventory 
of  stock  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  $90,687. 


Student  Loan  Funds 

A statement  of  Student  Loan  Funds  appears  as  Exhibit  C.  The  total  loanable  principal  of  all  funds, 
June  30,  1932,  was  $208,848,  an  increase  of  $15,864  over  the  corresponding  total,  June  30,  1931.  This  increase 
consisted  of : Gifts  $8,026,  and  interest  on  loans,  $7,838.  Loans  outstanding  as  of  June  30,  1932,  amounted  to 
$188,307.  Of  this  total,  $163,106  was  not  due,  $13,043  less  than  one  year  past  due,  and  $12,158  or  6.4  per  cent 
over  one  year  past  due. 


Endowment  Funds 

The  endowment  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of  lands  under  the  Federal  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  now 
totals  $649,012.91,  as  per  Exhibits  A and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  has  taken  this  fund  over  and  assumed 
responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  Income  on  this  fund  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent  per  annum  is 
paid  the  University  by  the  State  out  of  its  general  revenue,  as  per  Schedule  B-l. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment,  permanent  endowments  created  by  private  gifts  totaled  $369,524  on 
June  30, 1932,  excluding  student  loan  funds,  as  shown  on  Exhibits  A and  D.  This  total  was  distributed  as  follows:

An  appropriation  of  $1,400,000  was  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly  for  the  erection  of  an  additional 
unit  of  the  Medical  and  Dental  Building  in  Chicago.  Expenditures  out  of  this  appropriation  for  the  year 
have  consisted  only  of  the  preparation  of  plans,  no  contracts  for  the  erection  of  the  unit  having  yet  been  let. 
The  remaining  balance  of  the  appropriation,  amounting  to  $1,365,138,  therefore,  stands  unexpended  as  of 
June  30,  1932. 

In  addition  to  the  increased  plant  acquired  through  expenditure  of  funds,  the  University  received  as 
gifts  during  the  year,  property  valued  at  $345,735,  including  a skating  rink  erected  by  the  Athletic  Association 
at  a cost  of  $324,463. 

The  payment  of  bonds  amounting  to  $49,400  on  the  Dental  Building  in  Chicago  concluded  the  retirement 
of  indebtedness  outstanding  against  that  building  when  acquired  by  the  University  as  a gift  from  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  1913.

We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  University  of  Illinois  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1933,  and  have  prepared  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  as  of  that  date  (Ex- 
hibit A)  and  statement  of  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  then  ended  (Exhibit  B). 

Cash  held  by  the  University  Treasurer  in  both  current  and  endowment  funds,  as 
shown  by  the  books,  was  reconciled  with  the  amounts  shown  by  a certificate  obtained 
direct  from  the  depositary,  which  advised  that  the  balance  on  deposit  was  secured  by 
$1,000,000  of  Fourth  4J4%  Liberty  Loan  bonds. 

We  examined  the  detailed  accounts  receivable  ledgers  and  found  them  in  agreement 
with  the  control  accounts,  but  we  did  not  circularize  debtors  to  secure  independent 
confirmation  of  the  accounts.  Certain  of  the  accounts  will  be  slow  of  realization,  but  no 
reserve  for  loss  has  been  provided.  Notes  receivable  of  the  loan  funds  were  circularized 
during  the  year,  and  on  the  basis  of  information  furnished  are  believed  to  be  largely 
collectible. 

Securities  owned  were  examined  or  otherwise  satisfactorily  accounted  for.  Major 
additions  to  plant  assets  represented  by  purchases  during  the  year  were  vouched. 

In  so  far  as  we  were  able  to  ascertain,  all  liabilities  of  the  University  at  June  30, 
1933,  both  direct  and  contingent,  are  reflected  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet,  and 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Comptroller  have  represented  that,  to 
the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  all  such  liabilities  have  been  disclosed  to  us. 

We  have  made  test-checks  of  detailed  cash  and  other  transactions  for  certain  portions 
of  the  year,  and  have  made  an  examination  of  the  University’s  accounting  methods  and 
procedures  with  particular  reference  to  the  control  over  cash  transactions.  Our  detailed 
comments  and  suggestions  on  this  phase  of  the  examination  have  been  submitted  in 
separate  reports  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

On  the  basis  of  the  foregoing,  we  report  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  accompanying 
balance  sheet  and  statement  of  income  and  expenditures  fairly  present  the  financial 
position  of  the  University  at  June  30,  1933,  and  the  recorded  income  and  expenditures 
for  the  year  ended  that  date.

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CONDENSED  SUMMARY 


Current  Income 

The  principal  support  of  the  University  of  Illinois  comes  from  State  appropriations.  In  1931  the 
General  Assembly  appropriated  to  the  University  for  each  year  of  the  succeeding  biennium  the  sum  of 
$4,955,000  for  current  expense.  During  the  year  1931-32  the  State  appropriation  for  that  year  was  expended 
or  encumbered  by  the  University  to  the  extent  of  only  $4,405,586,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $549,414. 
During  the  year  1932-33  the  State  appropriation  was  expended  to  the  extent  of  only  $3,920,871,  leaving  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $1,034,129  and  a total  unexpended  balance  in  the  appropriation  for  the  biennium 
amounting  to  $1,583,543,  or  16.0%  of  the  total  appropriation  for  current  expense. 

The  total  current  income  of  the  University  for  educational  and  general  purposes  for  the  year  1932-33 
was  $5,670,021  and  came  from  the  following  sources  as  shown  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l :

The  amount  received  from  State  appropriations  included  $3,910,181  from  the  general  appropriation  to 
the  University  and  $10,690  on  account  of  the  special  appropriation  of  $15,000  for  the  Cook  County  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station.  Of  the  total  sum  expended  from  State  appropriations  during  the  year  $2,257,696  came 
from  the  general  revenue  fund  of  the  State  and  $1,663,175  from  a special  fund  arising  out  of  the  proceeds  of  a 
one-third  mill  tax  for  the  University.  Because  of  the  delay  in  the  collection  of  taxes  levied  for  this  fund,  tax 
anticipation  notes  were  issued  from  time  to  time  during  the  year  by  the  State  Government.  At  the  close  of 
the  year  the  sum  of  $210,000  of  such  notes  was  outstanding  and  there  was  on  hand  in  the  fund  to  apply  toward 
the  redemption  of  these  notes  $35,103.  The  amount  of  taxes  levied  for  the  fund  and  due  and  uncollected  at 
June  30,  1933,  was  $1,497,281. 

The  income  from  auxiliary  activities — residence  halls,  student  hospital,  etc. — -amounted  to  $134,922 
per  Exhibit  B and  Schedules  B-l  and  B-2m. 

Income  specifically  designated  for  annuities  and  for  fellowships,  scholarships,  prizes,  and  similar  student 
aid  amounted  to  $17,329  as  per  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l. 


Current  Expenditures 

Expenditures  for  current  educational  and  general  purposes  for  the  entire  University  during  the  fiscal 
year  1932-33  amounted  to  $5,891,031.  The  corresponding  expenditures  for  the  year  1931-32  were  $6,590,505. 
Expenditures  for  1932-33  were  distributed  as  shown  on  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-2  as  follows:

It  is  noted  that  the  current  expenditures  for  educational  and  general  purposes  for  the  year  exceeded 
the  income  for  the  year  by  $221,010.  To  meet  this  excess,  use  was  made  of  the  major  portion  of  an  accumulated 
surplus  of  auxiliary  activities  (woman’s  residence  halls)  carried  forward  from  the  proceeding  year  as  shown 
in  Schedule  B-2m.

These  expenditures  are  not  the  total  expenses  of  each  division  since  the  expenses  of  General  University 
Administration  and  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Physical  Plant  are  not  included,  and  the  expendi- 
tures as  given  for  the  various  colleges  do  not  show  the  cost  of  services  rendered  by  one  college  to  another.  The 
figures  are  also  gross  expenditures;  in  certain  instances,  considerable  amounts  of  income  arise  directly  from  the 
departmental  operations,  as  per  Schedule  B-l. 

Current  Funds  Balances 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  an  unexpended  balance  in  funds  for  current  operation 
amounting  to  $605,024  including  the  accumulated  balance  of  auxiliary  activities,  balances  of  restricted  funds, 
and  the  balance  set  aside  to  cover  outstanding  orders  and  other  commitments.  During  the  year,  as  shown  in 
Exhibit  B,  this  balance  was  reduced  by  $252,317  leaving  a balance  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  $352,706  made 
up  as  follows:

Stores  and  Service  Departments 

Transactions  of  University  storerooms  and  service  departments  are  accounted  for  separately  through 
revolving  accounts,  of  which  a complete  statement  appears  as  Schedule  B-4.  Purchases  for  storerooms  are  not 
entered  as  budget  expenditures  until  issued  and  charged  to  departments.  Unissued  stock  is  carried  as  an  asset 
of  current  funds.  Total  purchases  of  storerooms  during  the  year  1932-33  amounted  to  $243,733,  stock  issued 
to  departments  and  included  under  departmental  expenditures  amounted  to  $266,597,  and  the  inventory  of 
stock  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  $67,823,  as  compared  with  $90,687  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Student  Loan  Funds 

A statement  of  Student  Loan  Funds  appears  as  Exhibit  C.  The  total  loanable  principal  of  all  funds  as 
of  June  30,  1933,  was  $220,038,  an  increase  of  $11,190  over  the  corresponding  total  as  of  June  30,  1932.  This 
increase  consisted  of:  Gifts  $4,710,  and  interest  on  loans  $6,480.  Loans  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to 
$29,968  and  loans  made  amounted  to  $48,821.  Loans  outstanding  as  of  June  30,  1933,  amounted  to  $207,160. 

Endowment  Funds 

The  endowment  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of  lands  under  the  Federal  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  now 
totals  $649,013  as  per  Exhibits  A and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  has  taken  this  fund  over  and  assumed  responsi- 
bility for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  Income  on  this  fund  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent  per  annum  is  paid  the 
University  by  the  State  out  of  its  general  revenue,  as  per  Schedule  B-l. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment,  permanent  endowments  created  by  private  gifts  totaled  $369,313  on 
June  30,  1933,  excluding  student  loan  funds,  as  shown  on  Exhibits  A and  D.  This  total  was  distributed  as 
follows :

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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL

My  dear  Sir: 

I am  sending  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1934. 

This  is  the  twenty-first  report  of  the  kind  to  be  submitted,  covering  altogether 
twenty-two  years,  beginning  July  1,  1911.  These  reports  are  intended  to  form  a complete 
and  permanent  record  of  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  information  and  reference 
of  all  persons  interested  or  concerned. 

A condensed  summary  of  the  principal  facts  contained  in  the  present  report  is  pre- 
sented on  page  six  followed  by  detailed  financial  tables. 

Under  the  organization  of  the  University,  the  Comptroller  is  responsible  for  the  keep- 
ing of  accounts  and  the  preparation  of  financial  reports,  for  the  collection  of  all  money  due 
the  University  and  the  deposit  of  the  same  with  the  State  Treasurer  or  the  University 
Treasurer,  for  the  purchasing  of  supplies  and  equipment  and  for  the  approval  of  expendi- 
tures in  accordance  with  authorizations  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  For  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  these  duties,  the  Business  Office  of  the  University  is  divided  into  divisions  in 
charge  of  the  Bursar,  Purchasing  Agent,  Chief  Accountant,  and  Business  Agent  of  the 
Chicago  Departments.  An  Auditor,  attached  to  the  office  of  the  Comptroller,  maintains  a 
continuous  internal  check  of  all  financial  operations  and  records. 

All  money  received  by  the  University  which  is  of  a general  character  and  not  restricted 
as  to  its  use  by  outside  parties  or  agencies  is  deposited  immediately  with  the  State  Treas- 
urer to  the  credit  of  the  University  in  a fund  known  as  the  University  Revolving  Fund. 
Money  which  is  restricted  in  its  use,  such  as  federal  funds  and  trust  funds,  is  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  of  the  University.  Disbursements  on  account  of  State  appropriations 
to  the  University  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  are  made  on  warrants 
prepared  and  issued  by  the  State  Auditor  on  vouchers  certified  to  him  by  the  University. 
Disbursements  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  are  made  by 
check  prepared  by  the  Comptroller  and  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
or  a deputy,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  kept  and  its  financial  reports  set  up  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable in  conformity  with  the  recommendations  of  the  National  Committee  on  Standard 
Reports  for  Institutions  of  Higher  Education. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined  by  Arthur 
Andersen  & Co.,  Accountants  and  Auditors,  and  their  report  thereon  is  appended  herewith.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

University  of  Illinois: 

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  as  at  June  30,  1934  (Exhibit  A)  and  statement  of  income  and  expenditures  for 
the  year  ended  that  date  (Exhibit  B).  In  connection  therewith,  we  examined  or  tested  ac- 
counting records  of  the  University  and  other  supporting  evidence  and  obtained  information 
and  explanations  from  department  heads  and  employees  of  the  University;  we  also  made 
a general  review  of  the  accounting  methods  and  of  the  income  and  expenditure  accounts  for 
the  year.  Our  detailed  audit  of  the  transactions  was  limited  to  test-checks  of  transactions 
for  certain  portions  of  the  year,  as  set  forth  in  our  detailed  report  submitted  concurrently. 

Cash  held  by  the  University  Treasurer  in  general,  working,  endowment  and  other  funds, 
as  of  June  30,  1934,  as  shown  by  the  books,  was  reconciled  with  the  amounts  shown  by  a 
certificate  received  directly  from  the  depositary,  which  bank  advised  us  that  it  had  set 
apart  as  collateral  security  to  the  deposit  account  $502,000  par  value  of  Fourth  Liberty 
Loan  4i/4%  bonds.  Cash  held  by  the  State  Treasurer  in  the  University  of  Illinois  revolving 
fund,  as  shown  by  the  books,  was  reconciled  with  the  amounts  shown  by  certificates  obtained 
directly  from  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

We  examined  the  detailed  records  of  accounts  and  notes  receivable  held  in  current 
funds  and  found  them  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  amounts  shown  on  the  accompanying 
balance  sheet,  but  we  did  not  refer  to  debtors  for  independent  verification  of  notes  or  bal- 
ances shown  as  due  from  University  organizations  and  due  from  others.  A reserve  of 
$9,573.48  has  been  provided  from  current  surplus  for  certain  deferred  accounts  receivable. 
Realization  on  some  of  the  remaining  receivables  will  undoubtedly  be  slow,  but  no  reserve, 
other  than  that  noted  above,  has  been  provided  for  such  losses  as  may  eventually  be  sus- 
tained. 

Securities  owned  were  examined  or  otherwise  satisfactorily  accounted  for,  and  we 
made  a test-inspection  of  notes  receivable  held  in  student  loan  funds.  Invoices  and  other 
data  were  examined  in  support  of  the  principal  additions  to  buildings  and  improvement  ac- 
counts and  the  records  of  additions  to  equipment  accounts  during  the  year  were  reviewed. 

In  so  far  as  we  were  able  to  ascertain,  all  liabilities  of  the  University  at  June  30,  1934, 
both  direct  and  contingent,  are  reflected  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet,  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Comptroller  have  represented  that,  to  the  best  of 
their  knowledge  and  belief,  all  such  liabilities  have  been  disclosed  to  us. 

In  our  opinion,  based  upon  such  examination,  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  and  re- 
lated statement  of  income  and  expenditures  fairly  present  the  financial  position  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  June  30,  1934,  and  the  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  ended  that  date.

Report  of  the  Comptroller 


CONDENSED  SUMMARY 

University  Funds 

The  University  receives  and  is  accountable  for  funds  arising  from  a number  of  different  sources  and  appli- 
cable to  a variety  of  purposes.  In  many  cases  the  uses  to  which  specific  funds  may  be  put  are  indicated  by 
outside  agencies  or  by  donors.  When  money  is  received  on  account  of  a fund  which  is  in  any  way  restricted, 
that  money  is  immediately  set  aside  and  segregated  from  all  general  funds  and  its  identity  consistently  main- 
tained until  it  is  expended. 

The  University’s  funds  are  classified  in  the  following  groups  and  the  accounts  and  financial  statements  are 
set  up  in  such  a way  as  to  clearly  segregate  the  assets,  obligations,  and  operations  of  each  of  these  several  groups, 
as  indicated  in  the  Balance  Sheet,  Exhibit  A. 

1.  Current  funds.  This  group  includes  funds  that  are  available  for  the  maintenance  of  the  various 
activities  of  the  University  and  may  be  expended  for  the  current  operation  of  these  activities.  Funds  of 
this  kind  are  of  two  types: 

(a)  General  funds  or  funds  over  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  full  control; 

(b)  Restricted  funds  or  funds  to  which  restrictions  apply  which  are  indicated  by  outside  sources. 

A distinct  accounting  is  maintained  for  each  separate  restricted  fund. 

2.  Loan  funds.  These  funds  are  for  the  purpose  of  making  loans  to  students  out  of  the  principal  of 
the  funds.  These  loans  are  accounted  for  as  assets  of  the  funds.  As  the  notes  are  repaid  the  money  again 
becomes  available  for  lending  to  other  students.  The  funds  have  arisen  from  gifts  of  private  parties  and 
organizations  and  from  interest  on  the  loans  made  therefrom,  which  in  most  cases  is  added  to  the  principal 
of  the  funds. 

3.  Endowmerd  funds.  In  this  group  are  included  funds  of  which  the  income  alone  may  be  used,  the 
principal  to  remain  inviolate.  Such  funds  are  invested  to  produce  income.  All  of  these  funds  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  one  exception,  that  of  the  endowment  arising  out  of  the  U.  S.  Land 
Grant  Act  of  1862.  In  1897  this  fund  was  taken  over  by  the  State  of  Illinois  which  appropriates  to  the 
University  the  annual  interest  on  the  principal  sum  thereof  at  the  rate  of  5%. 

4.  Plant  funds.  Funds  which  are  specifically  designated  for  purposes  of  physical  plant  extension, 
including  additions  to  land,  buildings,  and  equipment,  are  accounted  for  in  this  group  as  well  as  the  assets 
making  up  the  physical  plant  of  the  University.  If  expenditures  for  physical  plant  extensions  are  made 
from  current  funds  the  amount  thus  expended  is  capitalized  in  the  plant  funds  group.  Gifts  of  property 
are  likewise  capitalized  as  far  as  practicable  at  cost  or  estimated  value. 


Current  Income 

The  principal  support  of  the  University  of  Illinois  comes  from  State  appropriations.  The  general  appro- 
priation to  the  University  for  current  expense  for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1933,  is  $7,810,000.  In 
addition,  a special  appropriation  of  $20,000  is  made  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Cook  County  Experiment 
Station. 

The  total  current  income  of  the  University  for  educational  and  general  purposes  for  the  year  1933-34  was 
$5,678,447  and  came  from  the  following  sources  as  detailed  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l :

Of  the  State  appropriations  to  the  University  for  this  period,  the  sum  of  $2,047,262  came  from  the  General 
Revenue  Fund  of  the  State  and  $1,909,108  from  a special  fund  arising  partly  from  the  proceeds  of  a one-third 
mill  property  tax  for  the  University  and  partly  from  the  State  Occupational  Sales  Tax,  a portion  of  which  is 
assigned  monthly  to  the  support  of  the  University.  During  the  year  1933-34  the  amount  expended  from 
collections  of  the  one-third  mill  tax  was  $1,252,732  and  the  amount  credited  to  the  University  fund  from  the 
Occupational  Sales  Tax  was  $656,376. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  outstanding  the  sum  of  $210,000  of  tax  anticipation  notes  against 
the  one-third  mill  University  tax.  These  notes  were  fully  redeemed  during  the  year  and  no  obligation  of  this 
kind  was  outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Included  in  the  amount  shown  as  income  from  Federal  grants  is  the  sum  of  $47,679  from  the  Federal 
Emergency  Relief  Administration  for  the  employment  of  students.  A statement  of  the  expenditures  on  this 
account  is  presented  in  Schedule  B-4. 

In  addition  to  the  income  for  educational  and  general  purposes,  the  University  received  gross  income  from 
auxiliary  activities,  residence  halls,  hospital,  etc.,  amounting  to  $125,712,  per  Exhibit  B,  and  Schedule  B-2m, 
which  income  was  required  largely  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  these  activities. 

Other  income  specifically  designated  for  annuities  and  for  fellowships,  scholarships,  prizes,  and  similar 
student  aid,  amounted  to  $17,653,  per  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l.

These  expenditures  are  not  the  total  expenses  of  each  division  since  the  expenses  of  General  University 
Administration  and  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Physical  Plant  are  not  included,  and  the  expendi- 
tures as  given  for  the  various  colleges  do  not  apply  only  to  students  enrolled  in  those  colleges  but  to  all  students 
registered  in  courses  of  these  colleges.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  for  services  rendered  by  one  college  to 
students  enrolled  in  another  college.  The  figures  are  also  gross  expenditures;  in  certain  instances,  considerable 
amounts  of  income  arise  directly  from  the  departmental  operations,  as  per  Schedule  B-l. 


General  Funds  Balance 

The  sum  of  $14,807  from  the  current  income  of  the  University  was  expended  during  the  year  for  minor 
improvements  of  a capital  nature  as  indicated  in  a succeeding  paragraph  dealing  with  Physical  Plant  Extension 
and  as  shown  in  Schedule  E-l.  Total  current  income  from  all  sources  exceeded  total  expenditures  from  that 
income  during  the  year  by  $316,870  as  indicated  in  Exhibit  B.  Orders  and  contracts  outstanding  and  unpaid, 
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and  assignments  for  incompleted  expenditures  payable  from  this  balance  amounted  to  $251,058.  After  allowing 
for  these  items  and  other  necessary  reserves  and  for  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there 
remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  unappropriated  balance  of  general  funds  income  amounting  to  $75,090  as 
per  Exhibit  A. 

Restricted  Funds 

The  University  receives  from  a number  of  sources,  gifts  for  specific  purposes.  Some  of  these  gifts  are  in  the 
form  of  an  endowment  from  which  only  the  income  may  be  expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in  full  for 
the  purposes  designated.  The  total  income  from  endowments  of  this  character  during  the  past  year  was  $20,550 
while  the  total  amount  of  expendable  gifts  received  was  $118,402.  The  sources  and  purposes  of  these  gifts  are 
detailed  in  Schedule  B-3. 


Stores  and  Service  Departments 

Transactions  of  University  storerooms  and  service  departments  are  accounted  for  separately  through 
revolving  accounts,  of  which  a complete  statement  appears  as  Schedule  B-5.  Purchases  for  storerooms  are  not 
entered  as  budget  expenditures  until  issued  and  charged  to  departments.  Unissued  stock  is  carried  as  an  asset 
of  current  funds.  Total  purchases  of  storerooms  during  the  year  1933-34  amounted  to  $338,106,  stock  issued  to 
departments  and  included  under  departmental  expenditures  amounted  to  $287,008,  and  the  inventory  of  stock 
on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  $118,921,  as  compared  with  $67,823  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 


Student  Loan  Funds 

A statement  of  Student  Loan  Funds  appears  as  Exhibit  C.  The  total  loanable  principal  of  all  funds  as  of 
June  30,  1934,  was  $227,274,  a net  increase  of  $7,236  over  the  corresponding  total  as  of  June  30,  1933.  This 
increase  consisted  of:  Gifts  $1,047,  and  interest  on  loans  $8,522,  less  certain  deductions  in  the  amount  of 
$2,333  as  detailed  on  Exhibit  C.  Loans  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  $40,164,  and  loans  made  amount- 
ed to  $39,760.  Loans  outstanding  as  of  June  30,  1934,  amounted  to  $206,757. 


Endowment  Funds 

The  endowment  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of  lands  under  the  Federal  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  now  totals 
$649,013  as  per  Exhibits  A and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  has  taken  this  fund  over  and  assumed  responsibility 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  Income  on  this  fund  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent  per  annum  is  paid  the  University 
by  the  State  out  of  its  general  revenue,  as  per  Schedule  B-l.  The  uses  to  which  this  income  may  be  applied  are 
unrestricted.  . 

In  addition  to  this  endowment,  restricted  permanent  endowments  created  by  private  gifts,  excluding  stu- 
dent loan  funds,  totaled  $447,334  on  June  30,  1934,  as  shown  on  Exhibits  A and  D.  This  total  was  distributed 
as  follows:

My  dear  Sir: 

I am  submitting  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1935. 

This  is  the  twenty-third  report  of  the  kind  to  be  submitted,  covering  altogether 
twenty-four  years,  beginning  July  1,  1911.  These  reports  are  intended  to  form  a complete 
and  permanent  record  of  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  information  and  reference 
of  all  persons  interested  or  concerned. 

A condensed  summary  of  the  principal  facts  contained  in  the  present  report  is  pre- 
sented on  page  six  followed  by  detailed  financial  tables. 

Under  the  organization  of  the  University,  the  Comptroller  is  responsible  for  the 
keeping  of  accounts  and  the  preparation  of  financial  reports,  for  the  collection  of  all 
money  due  the  University  and  the  deposit  of  the  same  with  the  State  Treasurer  or  the 
University  Treasurer,  for  the  purchasing  of  supplies  and  equipment  and  for  the  approval 
of  expenditures  in  accordance  with  authorizations  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  For  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  these  duties,  the  Business  Office  of  the  University  is  divided  into 
divisions  in  charge  of  the  Bursar,  Purchasing  Agent,  Chief  Accountant,  and  Business 
Agent  of  the  Chicago  Departments.  An  Auditor,  attached  to  the  office  of  the  Comptroller, 
maintains  a continuous  internal  check  of  all  financial  operations  and  records. 

All  money  received  by  the  University  which  is  of  a general  character  and  not  restricted 
as  to  its  use  by  outside  parties  or  agencies  is  deposited  immediately  with  the  State  Treas- 
urer to  the  credit  of  the  University  in  a fund  known  as  the  University  Revolving  Fund. 
Money  which  is  restricted  in  its  use,  such  as  federal  funds  and  trust  funds,  is  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  of  the  University.  Disbursements  on  account  of  State  appropriations 
to  the  University  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  are  made  on  warrants 
prepared  and  issued  by  the  State  Auditor  on  vouchers  certified  to  him  by  the  University. 
Disbursements  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  are  made  by 
check  prepared  by  the  Comptroller  and  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
or  a deputy,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  are  kept  and  its  financial  reports  set  up  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable in  conformity  with  the  recommendations  of  the  National  Committee  on  Standard 
Reports  for  Institutions  of  Higher  Education. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined  by  Arthur 
Andersen  & Co.,  Accountants  and  Auditors,  and  their  report  thereon  is  appended  herewith.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

University  of  Illinois: 

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  of  the  UNIVER- 
SITY OF  ILLINOIS  as  at  June  30,  1935  (Exhibit  A)  and  of  the  statement  of  current 
income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  ended  that  date  (Exhibit  B).  In  connection  there- 
with, we  examined  or  tested  accounting  records  of  the  University  and  other  supporting 
evidence  and  obtained  information  and  explanations  from  department  heads  and  employ- 
ees of  the  University;  we  also  made  a general  review  of  the  accounting  methods  and  of 
the  income  and  expenditure  accounts  for  the  year.  Our  detailed  audit  of  the  transactions 
was  limited  to  test-checks  of  transactions  for  certain  portions  of  the  year,  as  set  forth  in 
our  detailed  report  submitted  concurrently. 

Cash  held  by  the  University  Treasurer  in  general,  working,  endowment  and  other 
funds,  as  of  June  30,  1935,  as  shown  by  the  books,  was  reconciled  with  the  amounts 
shown  by  a confirmation  received  directly  from  the  depositary,  which  bank  advised  us 
that  it  had  set  apart  as  collateral  security  to  the  deposit  account  $502,000.00  par  value 
of  United  States  of  America  3 %%  Treasury  bonds  due  April  15,  1946.  Cash  held  by 
the  State  Treasurer  in  the  University  of  Illinois  Revolving  Fund,  as  shown  by  the  books, 
was  reconciled  with  the  amounts  shown  by  a confirmation  obtained  directly  from  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts. 

We  examined  the  notes  receivable  and  made  test-checks  of  the  detail  trial  balances 
of  notes  and  accounts  receivable,  the  totals  of  which  were  found  to  be  in  agreement  with 
the  amounts  shown  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet,  but  we  did  not  refer  to  debtors 
for  independent  verification  of  notes  or  balances  shown  as  due  from  University  organiza- 
tions and  due  from  others.  A reserve  of  $15,913.15  has  been  provided  from  current  surplus 
for  certain  deferred  accounts  and  others  of  doubtful  realization. 

Securities  owned  were  examined  or  otherwise  satisfactorily  accounted  for.  Invoices 
and  other  data  were  examined  in  support  of  the  principal  additions  to  buildings  and  im- 
provement accounts  and  the  records  of  additions  to  equipment  accounts  during  the  year 
were  reviewed. 

In  so  far  as  we  could  ascertain  from  the  examination  made,  all  liabilities  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  June  30,  1935,  both  direct  and  contingent,  are  reflected  in  the  accompanying 
balance  sheet,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Comptroller  have  repre- 
sented that,  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  all  such  liabilities  have  been  dis- 
closed to  us. 

In  our  opinion,  based  upon  such  examination,  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  and 
related  statement  of  current  income  and  expenditures  fairly  present  the  financial  position 
of  the  University  at  June  30,  1935,  and  the  current  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year 
ended  that  date.

CONDENSED  SUMMARY 


University  Funds 

The  University  receives  and  is  accountable  for  funds  arising  from  a number  of  different  sources  and  ap- 
plicable to  a variety  of  purposes.  In  many  cases  the  uses  to  which  specific  funds  may  be  put  are  indicated  by 
outside  agencies  or  by  donors  in  the  case  of  private  gifts.  When  money  is  received  for  a fund  which  is  in  any 
way  restricted,  that  money  is  immediately  set  aside  and  segregated  from  all  general  funds  and  its  identity 
consistently  maintained  until  it  is  expended. 

The  University’s  funds  are  classified  in  the  following  groups  and  the  accounts  and  financial  statements 
are  set  up  in  such  a way  as  to  clearly  segregate  the  assets,  obligations,  and  operations  of  each  of  these  several 
groups,  as  indicated  in  the  Balance  Sheet,  Exhibit  A. 

1.  Current  funds.  This  group  includes  funds  that  are  available  for  the  maintenance  of  the  various 
activities  of  the  University  and  may  be  expended  for  the  current  operation  of  these  activities.  Funds  of 
this  kind  are  of  two  types: 

(a)  General  funds  or  funds  over  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  full  control; 

(b)  Restricted  funds  or  funds  to  which  restrictions  apply  which  are  specified  by  outside  sources. 
A separate  accounting  is  maintained  for  each  restricted  fund. 

Funds  for  current  general  expense  arise  from  the  University  Revolving  Fund  in  the  State  Treas- 
ury, the  State  appropriations  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  and  the  University  Mill  Tax  Fund,  the 
interest  on  the  endowment  fund,  and  the  reappropriation  of  the  Federal  Morrill  and  Nelson  funds. 
Restricted  current  funds  include:  (a)  State  appropriations  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  for  the 
Cook  County  Agricultural  Experiment  Station;  (b)  Federal  funds  handled  through  the  University 
Treasury;  and  (c)  Gifts  and  income  from  endowments  handled  through  the  University  Treasury. 
Loan  funds  and  endowment  funds  are  also  handled  through  the  University  Treasury.  No  specific 
State  appropriations  for  plant  additions  were  made  during  the  past  biennium  so  that  all  expenditures 
for  plant  purposes  came  from  current  funds. 

2.  Loan  funds.  These  funds  are  for  the  purpose  of  making  loans  to  students  out  of  the  principal  of 
the  funds.  As  the  notes  are  repaid  the  money  again  becomes  available  for  lending  to  other  students. 
The  funds  have  arisen  from  gifts  of  private  parties  and  organizations  and  from  interest  on  the  loans  made 
therefrom,  which  in  most  cases  is  added  to  the  principal  of  the  funds. 

3.  Endowment  funds.  In  this  group  are  included  funds  of  which  the  income  alone  may  be  used,  the 
principal  to  remain  inviolate.  Such  funds  are  invested  to  produce  income.  All  of  these  funds  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  one  exception,  that  of  the  endowment  arising  out  of  the  U.  S.  Land 
Grant  Act  of  1862.  In  1897  this  fund  was  taken  over  by  the  State  of  Illinois  which  appropriates  to  the 
University  the  annual  interest  on  the  principal  sum  thereof  at  the  rate  of  5%. 

4.  Plant  funds.  Funds  which  are  specifically  designated  for  purposes  of  physical  plant  additions, 
including  additions  to  land,  buildings,  and  equipment,  are  accounted  for  in  this  group  as  are  the  assets 
making  up  the  physical  plant  of  the  University.  If  expenditures  for  physical  plant  additions  are  made  from 
current  funds  the  amount  thus  expended  is  capitalized  in  the  plant  funds  group.  In  accordance  with 
standard  practice  and  because  no  depreciation  funds  can  be  maintained,  plant  assets  are  carried  at  cost  in 
the  accounts  and  reports  of  the  University.  Gifts  of  property  are  likewise  capitalized  as  far  as  practicable 
at  cost  or  estimated  value. 


Current  Income 

The  principal  support  of  the  University  of  Illinois  comes  from  State  appropriations  from  tax  revenues. 
The  general  appropriation  to  the  University  for  current  expense  for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1933  was 
$7,810,000,  including  a Contingent  appropriation  of  $200,000.  This  Contingent  appropriation  was  set  up  out 
of  other  items  in  the  budget  of  the  University  with  the  understanding  that  it  would  be  expended  only  with  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  and  on  the  assurance  of  the  Governor  that  it  would  be  released  when  requested  by  the 
Board.  In  addition,  a special  appropriation  of  $20,000  was  made  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Cook  County 
Experiment  Station. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  biennium  the  Board  of  Trustees  submitted  to  the  Governor  requests  for 
assignments  from  the  Contingent  appropriation  to  the  full  amount  thereof.  The  Governor  however  authorized 
the  expenditure  of  only  the  sum  of  $160,585,  leaving  $39,415  not  assigned  by  him  on  June  30,  which  amount 
therefore  lapsed  unused. 

The  total  current  income  of  the  University  for  educational  and  general  purposes  for  the  year  1934-35  was 
$5,787,702  and  came  from  the  following  sources  as  detailed  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l :

Of  the  State  appropriations  to  the  University  for  this  period  the  sum  of  $1,918,093  came  from  the  General 
Revenue  Fund  of  the  State,  and  $1,900,000  from  a special  fund  arising  from  the  proceeds  of  a one-third  mill 
property  tax  for  the  University  levied  until  1933,  and  from  the  State  Occupational  Sales  Tax  since  March  1, 
1934,  a portion  of  which  is  assigned  monthly  to  the  support  of  the  University.  Collections  of  delinquent  prop- 
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erty  taxes  during  the  biennium  resulted  in  an  accumulated  balance  of  $819,252  in  the  University  Mill  Tax 
Fund  as  compared  with  a deficit  of  $167,089  at  June  30,  1933.  This  deficit  represented  tax  anticipation  notes 
outstanding  in  the  amount  of  $210,000,  less  cash  balance  of  $42,911  accumulated  to  apply  thereon.  In  addition 
to  these  State  appropriations  to  the  University,  the  sum  of  $32,451  was  expended  from  the  appropriation  from 
the  General  Revenue  Fund  for  the  interest  on  the  Land  Grant  Endowment  Fund;  and  $50,000  from  the  same 
fund  for  the  transfer  of  Federal  funds  received  by  the  State  for  the  use  of  the  University. 

In  addition  to  the  income  for  educational  and  general  purposes,  the  University  received  from  auxiliary 
activities, — residence  halls,  hospital,  etc., — a gross  income  amounting  to  $155,720  (per  Exhibit  B,  and  Schedule 
B-2m),  which  income  was  expended  largely  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  these  activities. 

Other  income  specifically  designated  for  annuities  and  for  fellowships,  scholarships,  prizes,  and  similar 
student  aid,  amounted  to  $24,935,  per  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l. 

Included  in  the  above  mentioned  income  is  the  sum  of  $137,109  from  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Ad- 
ministration for  the  employment  of  students.  A statement  of  the  expenditures  on  this  account  is  presented  in 
Schedule  B-4. 


Current  Expenditures

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These  expenditures  are  not  the  total  expenses  of  each  division  since  the  expenses  of  General  University 
Administration  and  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Physical  Plant  are  not  included.  Further,  the 
expenditures  as  given  for  the  various  colleges  apply  not  only  to  instruction  of  students  enrolled  in  the  respective 
colleges,  but  to  instruction  of  students  who  take  courses  in  colleges  other  than  the  one  in  which  they  are  enrolled. 
No  adjustments  have  been  made  for  services  rendered  by  one  college  to  students  enrolled  in  another.  The 
figures  are  also  gross  expenditures;  in  certain  instances,  considerable  amounts  of  income  arise  directly  from 
the  departmental  operations,  as  per  Schedule  B-l. 

General  Funds  Balance 

Total  current  income  from  all  sources  exceeded  total  current  expenditures  during  the  year  by  $67,187,  as 
indicated  in  Exhibit  B.  The  sum  of  $190,518  from  current  income  was  appropriated  during  the  year  for  minor 
improvements  of  a capital  nature  as  indicated  in  a succeeding  paragraph  dealing  with  Physical  Plant  Additions 
and  as  shown  in  Schedule  E-l.  Orders  and  contracts  outstanding  and  unpaid  and  reserves  for  incompleted 
expenditures  amounted  to  $169,075. 

After  allowing  for  these  items  and  other  necessary  reserves  and  for  the  balance  of  $62,211  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  there  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  no  unappropriated  balance  of  general  funds  income.  In 
other  words,  all  current  funds  available  for  use  during  the  year  were  entirely  expended  or  encumbered  at  the 
close  of  the  year. 


Restricted  Funds 

The  University  receives  from  a number  of  sources,  gifts  for  specific  purposes.  Some  of  these  gifts  are  in 
the  form  of  an  endowment  from  which  only  the  income  may  be  expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in  full 
for  the  purposes  designated.  The  total  income  from  endowments  of  this  character  during  the  past  year  was 
$16,054  while  the  total  amount  of  expendable  gifts  received  was  $143,786.  The  sources  and  purposes  of  these 
gifts  are  detailed  in  Schedule  B-3. 

Stores  and  Service  Departments 

Transactions  of  University  storerooms  and  service  departments  are  accounted  for  separately  through 
revolving  accounts,  of  which  a complete  statement  appears  as  Schedule  B-5.  Purchases  for  storerooms  are 
not  entered  as  budget  expenditures  until  issued  and  charged  to  departments.  Unissued  stock  is  carried  as  an 
asset  of  current  funds.  Total  purchases  of  storerooms  during  the  year  1934-35  amounted  to  $367,751,  stock 
issued  to  departments  and  included  under  departmental  expenditures  amounted  to  $332,379,  and  the  inventory 
of  stock  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  $134,778. 

Student  Loan  Funds 

A statement  of  Student  Loan  Funds  appears  as  Exhibit  C.  The  total  loanable  principal  of  all  funds  as  of 
June  30,  1935,  was  $244,232,  a net  increase  of  $16,958  over  the  corresponding  total  as  of  June  30,  1934.  This 
increase  consisted  of:  Gifts  $8,523,  and  interest  on  loans  $9,636,  less  certain  deductions  in  the  amount  of  $1,201 
as  detailed  in  Exhibit  C.  Loans  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  $52,486,  and  loans  made  amounted 
to  $42,187.  Loans  outstanding  as  of  June  30,  1935  amounted  to  $201,546. 


Endowment  Funds 

The  endowment  fund  arising  from  the  sale  of  lands  under  the  Federal  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  now  totals 
$649,013  as  per  Exhibits  A and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  has  taken  this  fund  over  and  assumed  responsibility 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  Income  on  this  fund  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent  per  annum  is  paid  the  University 
by  the  State  out  of  its  general  revenue,  as  per  Schedule  B-l.  The  uses  to  which  this  income  may  be  applied 
are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment,  restricted  permanent  endowments  created  by  private  gifts,  excluding  stu- 
dent loan  funds,  totaled  $459,641  on  June  30,  1935,  as  shown  on  Exhibits  A and  D.  This  total  was  distributed 
as  follows:

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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL

My  dear  Sir: 

I am  submitting  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1936. 

This  is  the  twenty-fourth  report  of  the  kind  to  be  submitted,  covering  altogether 
twenty-five  years,  beginning  July  1,  1911.  These  reports  are  intended  to  form  a complete 
and  permanent  record  of  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  information  and  reference 
of  all  persons  interested  or  concerned. 

A condensed  summary  of  the  principal  facts  contained  in  the  present  report  is  pre- 
sented on  page  seven  followed  by  detailed  financial  tables. 

Under  the  organization  of  the  University,  the  Comptroller  is  responsible  for  the 
keeping  of  accounts  and  the  preparation  of  financial  reports,  for  the  collection  of  all  money 
due  the  University  and  the  deposit  of  the  same  with  the  State  Treasurer  or  the  University 
Treasurer,  for  the  purchasing  of  supplies  and  equipment  and  for  the  approval  of  expendi- 
tures in  accordance  with  authorizations  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  For  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  these  duties,  the  Business  Office  of  the  University  is  divided  into  divisions 
in  charge  of  the  Bursar,  Chief  Accountant,  Purchasing  Agent,  and  Business  Agent  of  the 
Chicago  Departments.  An  Auditor,  attached  to  the  office  of  the  Comptroller,  maintains 
a continuous  internal  check  of  all  financial  operations  and  records. 

All  money  received  by  the  University  which  is  of  a general  character  and  not  restricted 
as  to  its  use  by  outside  parties  or  agencies  is  deposited  immediately  with  the  State  Treas- 
urer to  the  credit  of  the  University  in  a fund  known  as  the  University  Revolving  Fund. 
Money  which  is  restricted  in  it  use,  such  as  federal  funds  and  trust  funds,  is  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  of  the  University.  Disbursements  on  account  of  State  appropriations 
to  the  University  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  are  made  on  warrants 
prepared  and  issued  by  the  State  Auditor  on  vouchers  certified  to  him  by  the  University. 
Disbursements  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  are  made  by 
check  prepared  by  the  Comptroller  and  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
or  a deputy,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined  by  Arthur 
Andersen  & Co.,  Accountants  and  Auditors,  and  their  report  thereon  is  appended  herewith.

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CONDENSED  SUMMARY 


' University  Funds 

The  financial  operations  of  a university  are  materially  different  from  those  of  a commercial  concern.  A 
university  receives  and  is  accountable  for  funds  arising  from  a number  of  different  sources  and  applicable  to  a 
variety  of  purposes.  Some  funds  are  expendable  by  the  University  without  restriction  as  to  the  object  of  expen- 
| diture  while  other  funds  may  be  used  only  in  the  manner  indicated  by  outside  agencies  or  by  private  donors. 

Some  funds  are  expendable  for  the  various  activities  of  the  institution,  while  others  must  be  expended  only  for 
i additions  to  its  physical  plant.  Other  funds  must  be  invested  as  to  principal,  the  income  only  to  be  used,  while 

| still  others  may  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  making  loans  to  students. 

For  these  reasons,  the  accounting  system  and  the  financial  reports  of  a university  differ  materially  from 
those  of  private  business  concerns.  A university  must  account  for  its  income  and  expenditures,  not  only  in 
accordance  with  the  sources  from  which  they  were  received  or  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  used,  but  in 
accordance  with  the  various  fund  restrictions  which  may  apply.  It  must  not  only  account  for  the  assets  which 
; are  in  its  possession,  but  must  relate  those  assets  to  the  different  funds  to  which  they  belong. 

In  recognition  of  the  peculiar  problems  of  university  and  college  accounting,  principles  governing  accounts 
i and  financial  reports  suited  to  such  institutions  have  been  worked  out  by  the  National  Committee  on  Standard 
j Reports  for  Institutions  of  Higher  Education.  The  accounts  of  the  University  of  Illinois  are  kept  and  its 
financial  reports  set  up  as  far  as  practicable  in  conformity  with  the  recommendations  of  this  Committee.  Under 
| that  plan,  the  University  funds  are  classified  in  the  following  groups  and  the  accounts  and  financial  statements 

1 are  set  up  in  such  a way  as  to  clearly  segregate  the  assets,  obligations  and  operations  of  each  of  these  several 

groups  as  indicated  in  the  balance  sheet  (Exhibit  A). 

I.  Current  funds. 

This  group  includes  funds  that  are  available  for  the  maintenance  of  the  various  activities  of  the 
University  and  may  be  expended  for  the  current  operation  of  these  activities.  Funds  of  this  kind  are  of 
two  types: 

(A)  General  funds,  or  funds  over  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  substantially  complete  control. 
In  this  group  are  included  the  appropriations  made  to  the  University  by  the  General  Assembly  under 
the  following  headings:  (1)  University  Revolving  Fund  consisting  of  the  University  income  from 
student  fees  and  institutional  operations;  (2)  Appropriations  from  the  University  Mill  Tax  Fund  and 
the  General  Revenue  Fund,  including  an  appropriation  for  interest  on  the  Land-Grant  Endowment 
Fund;  (3)  Appropriation  of  the  Federal  Morrill-Nelson  and  Bankhead-Jones  funds  for  instruction 
received  by  the  State  and  deposited  in  the  General  Revenue  Fund. 

(B)  Restricted  funds,  or  funds  to  which  restrictions  apply  which  are  indicated  by  outside  sources. 
This  group  includes  the  following:  (1)  State  appropriation  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  for  the 
Cook  County  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  (2)  Federal  funds  received  direct  by  the  University, 
(3)  Gifts  and  income  from  endowments  received  direct  by  the  University. 

A separate  accounting  is  maintained  for  each  restricted  fund. 

II.  Loan  funds. 

These  funds  are  for  the  purpose  of  making  loans  to  students  out  of  the  principal  of  the  funds.  As  the 
notes  are  repaid  the  money  again  becomes  available  for  lending  to  other  students.  The  funds  have  arisen 
from  gifts  of  private  parties  and  organizations  and  from  interest  on  the  loans  made  therefrom,  which  in 
most  cases  is  added  to  the  principal  of  the  funds. 

III.  Endowment  funds. 

In  this  group  are  included  funds  of  which  the  income  alone  may  be  used,  the  principal  to  remain  invio- 
late. Such  funds  are  invested  to  produce  income.  All  of  these  funds  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
with  one  exception,  that  of  the  endowment  arising  out  of  the  U.  S.  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862.  In  1897  this 
fund  was  taken  over  by  the  State  of  Illinois  which  appropriates  to  the  University  from  the  General  Revenue 
Fund  the  annual  interest  on  the  principal  sum  thereof  at  the  rate  of  5%. 

IV.  Plant  funds. 

Funds  which  are  specifically  designated  for  purposes  of  physical  plant  additions,  including  additions 
to  land,  buildings,  and  equipment,  are  accounted  for  in  this  group  as  are  the  assets  making  up  the  physical 
plant  of  the  University.  Expenditures  for  plant  additions  are  made  in  part  from  current  funds  and  in  part 
from  specific  appropriations  for  such  purposes  by  the  General  Assembly.  If  expenditures  for  physical 
plant  additions  are  made  from  current  funds  the  amount  thus  expended  is  capitalized  in  the  plant  funds 
group.  In  accordance  with  standard  practice  in  institutions  such  as  the  University,  and  because  no  depre- 
ciation funds  can  be  maintained,  plant  assets  are  carried  at  cost  in  the  accounts  and  reports  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Repairs  and  replacements  of  such  assets  are  charged  as  current  expenditures.  Gifts  of  property 
are  capitalized  as  far  as  practicable  at  cost  or  estimated  value. 

State  Appropriations 

The  principal  support  of  the  University  of  Illinois  comes  from  State  appropriations  from  tax  revenues. 

: The  general  appropriation  to  the  University  for  current  expense  from  this  source  for  the  biennium  beginning 

July  1,  1935  amounted  to  $8,588,900.  An  appropriation  was  also  made  for  the  interest  on  the  endowment  fund 
$64,902  and  for  Federal  funds  received  in  the  State  Treasury,  the  original  amount  of  which  was  $100,000  but 
| was  later  increased  by  a supplementary  appropriation  of  $72,000.  A special  appropriation  of  $20,000  from  the 
I General  Revenue  Fund  was  also  made  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Cook  County  Experiment  Station. 

The  General  Assemply  also  appropriated  to  the  University  its  receipts  from  student  fees  and  other  institu- 
tional income  to  the  extent  of  the  actual  receipts  but  not  in  excess  of  $3,300,000.  It  also  appropriated  the  sum 
| of  $50,000  for  a Mining  Laboratory  which  is  accounted  for  under  “Plant  Funds.”  The  total  original  appropria- 
tions to  the  University  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  current  biennium  (excluding  the  sum  of  $350,000  for 
plant  additions  vetoed  by  the  Governor)  was  $12,123,802  which  was  later  increased  by  an  additional  appropria- 
! tion  of  $72,000  covering  federal  funds,  making  a grand  total  of  $12,195,802. 
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Current  Income 

The  current  income  of  the  University  comes  from  State  appropriations  from  tax  funds  as  already  described, 
certain  federal  grants  direct,  student  fees,  the  income  on  endowments  created  by  private  gifts,  various  gifts 
from  private  sources,  and  income  of  departments. 

From  these  various  sources  the  University  received  during  the  year  1935-36  income  for  educational  and 
general  purposes  to  the  amount  of  $6,463,909;  from  operation  of  auxiliary  activities;  residence  halls,  hospital, 
etc.  $164,514;  from  funds  designated  for  use  for  fellowships,  scholarships,  prizes  and  other  student  aid  $15,637; 
a grand  total  of  $6,644,060  as  shown  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l. 

Of  the  average  dollar  of  educational  and  general  income  15.8  cents  was  paid  by  students  in  the  form  of  fees; 
the  sum  of  67.5  cents  came  from  tax  funds  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  9.2  cents  arose  from  Federal  grants.  The 
amount  from  gifts  and  from  the  income  on  endowment  funds  represented  2.7  cents  and  the  amount  from  sales 
of  surplus  products  4.8  cents  of  each  dollar. 

Current  Expenditures 

During  the  year  the  University  expended  for  educational  and  general  purposes  the  sum  of  $6,222,257; 
for  the  direct  operating  expense  of  residence  halls,  hospital  and  other  auxiliary  activities  $137,491;  for  fellow- 
ships, scholarships,  prizes  and  other  student  aid  $18,950  as  indicated  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-2.  There 
was  also  appropriated  from  current  income  the  sum  of  $171,454  for  additions  to  the  Physical  Plant  as 
shown  in  Exhibit  B and  Exhibit  E-l. 

Of  the  average  dollar  of  expenditures  for  educational  purposes  the  sum  of  54.6  cents  was  expended  for 
instruction  and  departmental  research;  13.1  cents  for  organized  research  in  the  experiment  stations  and  research 
groups;  6.7  cents  for  agricultural  extension,  the  funds  for  this  purpose  coming  mainly  from  Federal  grants; 
and  4.7  cents  for  the  various  University  libraries,  making  a total  of  79.1  cents  of  each  dollar  of  educational  ex- 
penditure applied  directly  to  instruction  and  research.  Of  the  remainder  14.4  cents  represented  the  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  Physical  Plant  for  the  use  of  instructional  and  research  departments  and  6.5  cents  for 
the  general  expenditures  of  the  University  for  administration  and  other  general  expenses. 

Out  of  the  average  dollar  of  expenditures  79.0  cents  represented  salaries  or  wages  of  faculty,  administrative 
staff  and  other  employees;  the  sum  of  4.4  cents  was  expended  for  printing  and  publications,  office  expense,  travel 
and  communications;  9.1  cents  represented  the  expenditures  for  materials  for  class  work,  research  and  operation; 
2.7  cents  for  repairs  of  buildings  and  equipment  and  the  remainder  of  4.8  cents  was  expended  for  additions  to  or 
replacements  of  equipment. 

The  expenditures  for  salaries  and  wages  during  the  year  include  partial  restoration  of  salary  and  wage 
cuts  received  by  all  staff  members  and  employees  of  the  University.  These  restorations  consisted  of  the  elimina- 
tion of  all  cuts  on  salaries  and  wages  below  $1,000,  the  elimination  of  one-half  of  the  cuts  on  salaries  and 
wages  of  $1,000  to  $3,000  and  the  elimination  of  one-fourth  of  the  cuts  on  salaries  of  $3,000  to  $5,000. 

Current  General  Funds  Balance 

The  total  current  income  from  all  sources  exceeded  total  current  operating  expenditures  by  $265,362  as 
indicated  by  Exhibit  B.  From  this  balance  the  sum  of  $171,454  was  appropriated  for  Physical  Plant  Additions 
of  a capital  nature.  After  allowing  for  orders  and  contracts  outstanding  and  unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  year 
and  reserves  for  uncompleted  expenditures  and  other  necessary  reserves,  there  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year 
a free  balance  of  $99,349  representing  the  general  reserve  of  the  University  at  that  date. 

The  year  1935-36  is  the  first  year  in  a biennial  period  and  the  income  of  the  University  is  substantially  the 
same  in  both  years  of  the  period.  Since  a larger  enrollment  is  expected  during  the  second  year  of  the  biennium, 
than  the  first  year,  a reserve  from  the  first  year’s  income  must  be  carried  over  to  balance  the  added  expenditures 
of  the  second  year  of  the  biennium. 

Current  Restricted  Funds 

The  University  receives  from  a number  of  sources,  funds,  the  uses  of  which  are  specified  by  outside  agencies 
or  persons.  These  funds  have  been  included  in  the  comments  and  figures  relating  to  current  income. 

Some  of  these  funds  are  in  the  form  of  public  appropriations  and  include  those  Federal  and  State  funds 
which  are  restricted  for  use  in  some  specific  division  of  the  University. 

Other  funds  represent  gifts  from  private  agencies  or  individuals.  Some  of  these  gifts  are  in  the  form  of 
endowments  from  which  only  the  income  may  be  expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in  full  for  the  pur- 
poses designated.  The  number  of  such  gifts  shows  a steady  increase  and  they  represent  a wide  variety  of  purposes. 
The  source  and  purpose  of  each  expendable  fund  of  this  kind  together  with  details  of  its  operation  for  the  past 
year  are  shown  in  Schedules  B-3  and  B-3-a. 

Student  Loan  Funds 

From  time  to  time  various  individuals  and  agencies  have  given  the  University  funds  to  be  used  in  making 
loans  to  students.  The  first  fund  of  this  kind  was  established  in  1899  by  Professor  Edward  Snyder,  now  deceased. 
Other  funds  have  been  established  from  time  to  time  and  in  most  cases  the  income  from  loans  made  out  of  these 
funds  is  added  to  the  principal. 

A complete  statement  of  such  funds  appears  as  Exhibit  C.  The  total  loanable  principal  of  all  funds  as  of 
June  30,  1936  was  $260,330,  a net  increase  of  $16,098  over  the  corresponding  total  as  of  June  30,  1935.  This 
increase  consisted  of:

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Loans  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  $60,099  as  compared  with  $52,486  during  1934-35.  Loans 
made  to  students  during  the  year  totaled  $59,201  as  compared  with  $42,187  the  preceding  year.  Loans  out- 
standing as  of  June  30,  1936  amounted  to  $200,649.  Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $146,332  or  72.9%  was  either 
not  due  or  was  less  than  one  year  past  due. 

Since  the  accounts  of  the  Student  Loan  Fund  are  maintained  as  a separate  and  distinct  group  and  any 
loss  on  loans  chargeable  to  the  funds  themselves,  it  is  not  the  practice  of  the  University  to  set  up  reserves 
for  possible  losses  nor  to  write  off  loans  during  the  life  of  the  maker  or  his  endorser.  In  practically  all  cases, 
income  from  interest  charged  on  student  loans  is  added  to  the  principal  of  the  funds.  The  amount  of  such  income 
collected  on  all  loans  made  from  these  funds  to  June  30,  1936  was  $89,716,  making  up  34.5%  of  the  present 
total  principal  of  all  funds.  This  sum,  it  is  confidently  believed,  will  be  more  than  ample  to  offset  any  and  all 
losses  which  may  occur  on  these  loans. 


Endowment  Funds 

Although  the  University  is  not  of  the  class  of  institutions  spoken  of  as  “endowed,”  it  has  received  a number 
of  endowment  gifts.  Under  the  Federal  Land-Grant  Act  of  1862  an  endowment  fund  was  constituted  from  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  state  by  that  Act.  This  fund  now  represents  a permanent  principal 
of  $649,013  as  per  Exhibits  A and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  has  taken  over  the  fund  and  assumed  responsibility 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  Income  on  the  principal  sum  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum  is  appropriated  to 
the  University  by  the  State  out  of  its  general  revenue  as  per  Schedule  B-l.  The  uses  to  which  this  income 
may  be  applied  are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment  a number  of  gifts  for  endowment,  the  income  alone  to  be  expended,  have 
been  received  from  private  individuals  and  agencies  as  detailed  in  Exhibit  D.  The  total  of  these  gifts  on 
June  30,  1936  was  $463,915  as  per  Exhibit  A.  This  total  was  distributed  among  the  following  purposes:

The  difficulties  of  investment  of  funds  of  this  kind  have  become  increasingly  acute.  For  the  years  ended 
June  30,  1933  and  1934  the  income  received  on  endowment  fund  securities  was  4.6%.  For  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1935  it  was  4.1%  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1936  it  was  3.8  %.  Obviously,  this  decline  in  return 
results  in  a serious  problem  in  the  effort  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  these  endowments  were  created. 

Of  the  securities  included  in  the  foregoing  tabulation  the  sum  of  $352,620  represents  purchases  made  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  market  value  of  these  securities  on  June  30,  1936  was  $367,431.

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Funds  amounting  to  $171,454  were  provided  for  the  same  from  current  income,  $13,666  from  the  State 
appropriation  for  the  Mining  Laboratory,  and  $159,328  from  a federal  grant  for  the  Medical  and  Dental  college 
laboratories,  leaving  a balance  of  $80,303  as  shown  in  Exhibit  E-l. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  sum  of  $302,028  was  expended  for  permanent  equipment  and  minor  building 
improvements  and  included  under  current  expenditures. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  the  University  secured  from  the  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Public 
Works  a grant  of  $366,000  to  apply  on  the  construction  of  the  second  unit  of  the  Medical  and  Dental  College 
Laboratory  in  Chicago.  A State  appropriation  was  made  for  this  unit  in  1931,  but,  on  account  of  the  condition 
of  State  finances  at  that  time,  was  allowed  to  lapse  unused.  The  Federal  Administration  has  also  agreed  to 
make  a loan  of  $1,091,000  for  the  construction  of  this  building,  and  this  loan  is  to  be  made  to  the  University 
of  Illinois  Foundation  to  which,  as  trustee,  the  University  is  to  deed  the  property  concerned  until  the  loan  is 
repaid.  The  Federal  Works  Progress  Administration  has  also  provided  a grant  to  the  extent  of  $7,178  toward 
the  construction  of  a poultry  house  at  Urbana.

Federal  Funds  for  Student  Aid 

During  the  past  year  the  Federal  Government  has  made  available  the  sum  of  $172,966  for  the  employment 
of  students  in  various  services  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  Payments  for  this  service  have  been  made  directly 
by  the  Government  to  the  students  thus  employed.  Since  the  funds  were  not  handled  by  the  University,  the 
amount  thereof  is  not  included  in  the  income  and  expenditure  schedules  of  the  University.  A separate  state- 
ment of  the  expenditures  of  these  funds  is  included  as  Appendix  I. 


Athletics  and  Other  Activities 

The  financial  operations  of  intercollegiate  athletics  are  handled  through  a separate  fund  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Athletic  Association,  a corporation.  The  funds  and  accounts  of  student  organizations  and  similar 
activities  likewise  are  handled  through  separate  channels.  A report  of  all  of  these  operations  is  published 
separately.

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  balance  sheet  of  the  UNIVERSITY  OF 
| ILLINOIS  as  at  June  30,  1936  (Exhibit  A)  and  of  the  statement  of  current  income  and 
expenditures  for  the  year  ended  that  date  (Exhibit  B).  In  connection  therewith,  we 
examined  or  tested  accounting  records  of  the  University  and  other  supporting  evidence 
and  obtained  information  and  explanations  from  department  heads  and  employees  of  the 
University;  we  also  made  a general  review  of  the  accounting  methods  and  of  the  income 
and  expenditure  accounts  for  the  year,  but  our  detailed  audit  was  limited  to  test-checks 
of  certain  transactions  for  portions  of  the  year,  as  set  forth  in  our  detailed  report  submitted 
concurrently. 

Cash  held  by  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  University  of  Illinois  Revolving  Fund,  as 
of  June  30,  1936,  as  shown  by  the  books,  was  reconciled  with  the  amounts  confirmed  to 
us  by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts.  Cash  in  the  custody  of  the  University  Treasurer 
for  general,  working,  endowment  and  other  funds  as  of  June  30,  1936,  as  shown  by  the 
books,  was  reconciled  with  the  amount  confirmed  to  us  by  the  depositary.  We  were 
informed  by  the  depositary  that  United  States  of  America  4%  Treasury  bonds  of  a 
principal  amount  of  $550,000  had  been  placed  in  trust  as  collateral  securing  this  account. 

We  inspected  a portion  of  the  notes  receivable  and  made  tests  of  the  trial  balances  of 
[ notes  and  accounts  receivable;  the  totals  we  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  amounts 
shown  in  the  accompanying  balance  sheet.  We  did  not  correspond  with  debtors  for 
: independent  confirmation  of  receivables.  A surplus  reserve  of  $12,913.15  has  been  provided 

for  doubtful  receivables  in  the  current  funds. 

Investments  in  bonds  and  the  investments  in  real-estate  mortgages,  held  by  a safe- 
keeping agent,  were  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  a statement  obtained  directly  from  such 
agent;  the  remainder  of  the  securities  were  inspected  or  otherwise  satisfactorily  accounted 
for.  Invoices  and  other  data  were  examined  in  connection  with  the  principal  additions  to 
| land,  buildings,  improvements  and  equipment. 

In  so  far  as  we  could  ascertain  from  the  examination  made,  all  liabilities  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  June  30,  1936,  both  direct  and  contingent,  are  reflected  in  the  accompanying 
balance  sheet,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Comptroller  have 
represented  that,  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  all  such  liabilities  have  been 
disclosed  to  us. 

In  our  opinion,  based  upon  the  examination  made,  the  accompanying  balance  sheet 
| and  related  statement  of  current  income  and  expenditures  fairly  present  the  financial 
position  of  the  University  at  June  30,  1936  and  the  current  income  and  expenditures  for 
| the  year  ended  that  date  on  the  basis  indicated  therein.

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CONDENSED  SUMMARY 


Financial  Procedure 

All  money  received  by  the  University  which  is  of  a general  character  and  not  restricted  as  to  its  use 
by  outside  parties  or  agencies  is  deposited  immediately  with  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Uni- 
versity in  a fund  known  as  the  University  Revolving  Fund.  Money  which  is  restricted  in  its  use,  such  as 
United  States  funds  and  trust  funds,  is  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  University.  Appropriations 
are  made  to  the  University  by  the  General  Assembly  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund,  the  University 
Mill  Tax  Fund,  and  the  University  Revolving  Fund.  A detailed  internal  budget  is  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  covering  all  funds,  and  all  financial  operations  are  carried  out  in  strict  accord  with  that  budget 
or  subsequent  revisions  made  by  the  Board.  The  report  presented  herewith  is  a review  of  these  operations 
for  the  year  covered  by  it.  Disbursements  on  account  of  State  appropriations  to  the  University  from  funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  are  made  on  warrants  prepared  and  issued  by  the  State  Auditor  cov- 
ering vouchers  certified  to  him  by  the  University.  Disbursements  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  University  are  made  by  check  prepared  by  the  Comptroller  and  signed  by  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  or  a deputy,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  or  a deputy. 

Under  the  organization  of  the  University,  the  Comptroller  is  responsible  for  the  keeping  of  accounts 
and  the  preparation  of  financial  reports,  for  the  collection  of  all  money  due  the  University  and  the  de- 
posit of  the  same  with  the  State  Treasurer  or  the  University  Treasurer,  for  the  purchasing  of  supplies  and 
equipment,  and  for  the  approval  of  expenditures  in  accordance  with  authorizations  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  these  duties,  the  Business  Office  of  the  University  is  divided  into 
divisions  in  charge  of  the  Purchasing  Agent,  Chief  Accountant,  Bursar,  and  Business  Agent  of  the  Chicago 
Departments.  An  Auditor,  attached  to  the  office  of  the  Comptroller,  maintains  a continuous  internal  check 
of  all  financial  operations  and  records. 

University  Funds 

In  recognition  of  the  peculiar  problems  of  university  and  college  accounting,  principles  governing 
accounts  and  financial  reports  suited  to  such  institutions  have  been  worked  out  by  the  National 
Committee  on  Standard  Reports  for  Institutions  of  Higher  Education.  The  accounts  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  are  kept  and  its  financial  reports  set  up  as  far  as  practicable  in  conformity  with  the  recom- 
mendations of  this  committee.  Under  that  plan  the  funds  of  the  University  are  classified  in  the  follow- 
ing groups,  and  the  accounts  and  financial  statements  are  set  up  in  such  a way  as  to  clearly  segregate 
the  assets,  obligations,  and  operations  of  each  of  these  several  groups  as  indicated  in  the  balance  sheet 
(Exhibit  A). 

I.  Current  funds. 

This  group  includes  funds  that  are  available  for  the  maintenance  of  the  various  activities  of 
the  University  and  may  be  expended  for  the  current  operation  of  these  activities.  Funds  of  this 
kind  are  of  two  types: 

(A)  General  funds,  or  funds  over  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  substantially  complete 
control.  In  this  group  are  included  the  appropriations  made  to  the  University  by  the  General 
Assembly  under  the  following  headings:  (1)  University  Revolving  Fund  consisting  of  the  Uni- 
versity income  from  student  fees  and  institutional  operations;  (2)  Appropriations  from  the 
University  of  Illinois  (Mill  Tax)  Fund  and  the  General  Revenue  Fund,  including  an  appro- 
priation for  interest  on  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Endowment  Funds;  (3)  Appropriation  of 
the  United  States  Morrill-Nelson  and  Bankhead-Jones  funds  for  instruction  received  by  the 
State  and  deposited  in  the  General  Revenue  Fund. 

(B)  Restricted  funds,  or  funds  to  which  restrictions  apply  which  are  indicated  by  outside 
sources.  This  group  includes  the  following:  (1)  State  appropriation  from  the  General  Revenue 
Fund  for  the  Cook  County  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,  (2)  United  States  funds  received 
direct  by  the  University,  (3)  Gifts  and  income  from  endowments  received  direct  by  the 
University. 

A separate  accounting  is  maintained  for  each  restricted  fund. 

II.  Loan  funds. 

These  funds  are  for  the  purpose  of  making  loans  to  students  out  of  the  principal  of  the  funds. 
As  the  notes  are  repaid  the  money  again  becomes  available  for  lending  to  other  students.  The 
funds  have  arisen  from  gifts  of  private  parties  and  organizations  and  from  interest  on  the  loans  made 
therefrom,  which  in  most  cases  is  added  to  the  principal  of  the  funds. 

III.  Endowment  funds. 

In  this  group  are  included  funds  of  which  the  income  alone  may  be  used,  the  principal  to 
remain  inviolate.  Such  funds  are  invested  to  produce  income.  All  of  these  funds  are  in  the  hands 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  one  exception,  that  of  the  endowment  arising  out  of  the  United 
States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  State. 

IV.  Plant  funds. 

Funds  which  are  specifically  designated  for  purposes  of  physical  plant  additions,  including  ad- 
ditions to  land,  buildings,  and  equipment,  are  accounted  for  in  this  group  as  are  the  assets  making 
up  the  physical  plant  of  the  University.  Expenditures  for  plant  additions  are  made  in  part  from 
current  funds  and  in  part  from  specific  appropriations  for  such  purposes  by  the  General  Assembly. 
If  expenditures  for  physical  plant  additions  are  made  from  current  funds,  the  amount  thus  expended 
is  capitalized  in  the  plant  funds  group.  In  accordance  with  standard  practice  in  institutions  such  as 
the  University,  and  because  no  depreciation  funds  can  be  maintained,  plant  assets  are  carried  at 
cost  in  the  accounts  and  reports  of  the  University.  Repairs  of  such  assets  are  charged  as  current 
expenditures.  Gifts  of  property  are  capitalized  as  far  as  practicable  at  cost  or  estimated  value.

State  Appropriations  for  the  Biennium 

The  principal  support  of  the  University  of  Illinois  comes  from  State  appropriations  from  tax  reve- 
nues. The  general  appropriations  to  the  University  for  current  expense  from  this  source  for  the  biennium 
beginning  July  1,  1935  amounted  to  18,588,900.  An  appropriation  was  also  made  for  the  interest  on 
the  endowment  fund,  $64,902,  and  for  United  States  funds  received  in  the  State  Treasury,  the  original 
amount  of  which  was  $100,000  but  was  later  increased  by  a supplementary  appropriation  of  $72,000.  A 
special  appropriation  of  $20,000  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund  was  also  made  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Cook  County  Agricultural  Experiment  Station. 

The  General  Assembly  also  appropriated  to  the  University  its  receipts  from  student  fees  and 
other  institutional  income  to  the  extent  of  the  actual  receipts  but  not  in  excess  of  $3,300,000.  It  also 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $50,000  for  a Mining  Laboratory  which  is  accounted  for  under  “Plant  Funds.” 
The  total  appropriations  to  the  University  by  the  General  Assembly  for  the  current  biennium  (excluding 
the  sum  of  $350,000  for  plant  additions  vetoed  by  the  Governor)  were  $12,195,802.  An  appropriation  of 
$350,000  was  also  made  in  the  spring  of  1937  for  equipment  for  the  second  unit  of  the  Medical  and 
Dental  Building  in  Chicago,  a portion  of  which  was  expended  during  the  current  biennium. 

Current  Income  for  the  Year 

The  current  income  of  the  University  comes  from  State  appropriations  from  tax  funds  as  already 
described,  United  States  grants,  student  fees,  the  income  on  endowments  created  by  private  gifts, 
various  gifts  from  private  sources,  and  income  of  departments. 

From  these  various  sources  the  University  received  during  the  year  1936-37  income  for  educational 
and  general  purposes  to  the  amount  of  $6,726,822 ; from  operation  of  auxiliary  activities — residence  halls, 
hospital,  etc.,  $177,403;  from  funds  designated  for  use  for  fellowships,  scholarships,  prizes  and  other 
student  aid  $25,110;  a grand  total  of  $6,929,335  as  shown  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l. 

Of  the  average  dollar  of  educational  and  general  income  17.4  cents  was  paid  by  students  in  the 
form  of  fees;  the  sum  of  63.6  cents  came  from  tax  funds  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  11.3  cents  arose  from 
LTnited  States  grants.  The  amount  from  gifts  and  from  the  income  on  endowment  funds  represented 
2.9  cents  and  the  amount  from  sales  of  surplus  products  4.8  cents  of  each  dollar. 

Current  Expenditures  for  the  Year 

During  the  year  the  University  expended  for  educational  and  general  purposes  the  sum  of  $6,582,075; 
for  the  direct  operating  expense  of  residence  halls,  hospital  and  other  auxiliary  activities  $167,798;  for 
fellowships,  scholarships,  prizes  and  other  student  aid  $25,110;  a grand  total  of  $6,774,983  as  indicated  in 
Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-2.  There  was  also  appropriated  from  current  income  the  sum  of  $125,292  for 
additions  to  the  physical  plant  as  shown  in  Exhibit  B and  Exhibit  E-l. 

Of  the  average  dollar  of  expenditures  for  educational  purposes  the  sum  of  54.2  cents  was  expended 
for  instruction  and  departmental  research;  13.7  cents  for  organized  research  in  the  experiment  stations 
and  research  groups;  7.9  cents  for  agricultural  extension,  the  funds  for  this  purpose  coming  mainly  from 
United  States  grants;  and  4.6  cents  for  the  various  University  libraries,  making  a total  of  80.4  cents  of 
each  dollar  of  educational  expenditure  applied  directly  to  instruction  and  research.  Of  the  remainder 
13.1  cents  represented  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  physical  plant  for  the  use  of  instructional 
and  research  departments  and  6.5  cents  was  expended  for  the  general  expenditures  of  the  University  for 
administration  and  other  general  expenses. 

Out  of  the  average  dollar  of  expenditures  79.3  cents  represented  salaries  or  wages  of  faculty,  ad- 
ministrative staff  and  other  employees;  the  sum  of  5.3  cents  was  expended  for  printing  and  publica- 
tions, office  expense,  travel  and  communications;  9.0  cents  represented  the  expenditures  for  materials  for 
class  work,  research  and  operation;  1.9  cents  was  for  repairs  of  buildings  and  equipment  and  the  remainder 
of  4.5  cents  was  expended  for  additions  to  or  replacements  of  equipment. 

Current  General  Funds  Balance 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  University  had  an  unencumbered  balance  of  $99,349  in  its  general 
funds.  Total  current  income  from  all  sources  exceeded  total  current  operating  expenditures  by  $154,352 
as  indicated  by  Exhibit  B.  From  this  balance,  after  allowing  for  the  sum  of  $125,292  appropriated  for 
physical  plant  additions,  orders  and  contracts  outstanding  and  unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  year,  reserves 
for  uncompleted  expenditures  and  other  necessary  reserves,  there  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  a free 
balance  of  $91,007  representing  the  general  reserve  of  the  University  at  that  date. 

Current  Restricted  Funds 

The  University  receives  from  a number  of  sources,  funds,  the  uses  of  which  are  specified  by  outside 
agencies  or  persons.  These  funds  have  been  included  in  the  comments  and  figures  relating  to  current 
income. 

Some  of  these  funds  are  in  the  form  of  public  appropriations  and  include  those  United  States  and 
State  funds  which  are  restricted  for  use  in  some  specific  division  of  the  University. 

Other  funds  represent  gifts  from  private  agencies  or  individuals.  Some  of  these  gifts  are  in  the 
form  of  endowments  from  which  only  the  income  may  be  expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in 
full  for  the  purposes  designated.  The  number  of  such  gifts  shows  a steady  increase  and  they  represent 
a wide  variety  of  purposes.  The  source  and  purpose  of  each  expendable  fund  of  this  kind  together 
with  details  of  its  operation  for  the  past  year  are  shown  in  Schedules  B-3  and  B-3-a. 

During  the  year  gifts  taken  into  income  amounted  to  $174,003,  other  additions  $16,411,  making 
total  income  for  the  year  of  $190,414;  this  amount  is  included  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l.  During 
the  year,  the  basis  of  accounting  for  income  from  endowment  funds  and  restricted  gifts  was  changed 
from  a cash  receipts  basis  to  the  basis  of  recording  such  receipts  as  income  only  when  and  as  expended. 
To  give  effect  to  this  change,  to  avoid  duplicating  a portion  of  the  income  previously  reported  for 
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1935-36  with  a portion  of  the  income  expended  in  1936-37,  an  adjustment  of  $48,743  was  made  in  the 
amount  of  income  for  the  fiscal  year  1936-37,  per  Exhibit  R.  Continuing  this  policy,  the  cash  balance 
June  30,  1937  of  $66,395  is  not  included  as  income  for  1936-37  but  will  be  taken  in  as  income  during 
the  year  in  which  expenditures  are  made.  Expenditures  made  during  the  year  total  $190,414  and  are 
included  in  Schedule  B-2  and  subsidiary  schedules. 

Student  Loan  Funds 

From  time  to  time  various  individuals  and  agencies  have  given  the  University  funds  to  be  used  in 
making  loans  to  students.  The  first  fund  of  this  kind  was  established  in  1899  by  Professor  Edward 
Snyder,  now  deceased.  Other  funds  have  been  established  from  time  to  time  and  in  most  cases  the 
income  from  loans  made  out  of  these  funds  is  added  to  the  principal. 

A complete  statement  of  such  funds  appears  as  Exhibit  C.  The  total  loanable  principal  of  all  funds 
as  of  June  30,  1937  was  $295,230,  a net  increase  of  $34,900  over  the  corresponding  total  as  of  June  30, 


1936.  This  increase  consisted  of :

Loans  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  $67,968  as  compared  with  $60,099  during  1935-36. 
Loans  made  to  students  during  the  year  totaled  $65,641  as  compared  with  $59,201  the  preceding  year. 
Loans  outstanding  as  of  June  30,  1937  amounted  to  $198,321.  Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $141,834  or 

71.5%  was  either  not  due  or  was  less  than  one  year  past  due. 

Since  the  accounts  of  student  loan  funds  are  maintained  as  a separate  and  distinct  group  and  any 
loss  on  loans  chargeable  to  the  funds  themselves,  it  is  not  the  practice  of  the  University  to  set  up 
reserves  for  possible  losses  nor  to  write  off  loans  during  the  life  of  the  maker  or  his  endorser.  In 
practically  all  cases,  income  from  interest  charged  on  student  loans  is  added  to  the  principal  of  the  funds. 
The  amount  of  such  income  collected  on  all  loans  made  from  these  funds  to  June  30,  1937  was  $96,903, 
making  up  32.8%  of  the  present  total  principal  of  all  funds.  This  sum,  it  is  confidently  believed,  will 
be  more  than  ample  to  offset  any  and  all  losses  which  may  occur  on  these  loans. 

Endowment  Funds 

Although  the  University  is  not  of  the  class  of  institutions  spoken  of  as  “endowed,”  it  has  received 
a number  of  endowment  gifts.  Under  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  an  endowment  fund 
was  constituted  from  the  nroceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  state  by  that  Act.  This  fund 

now  represents  a permanent  principal  of  $649,013  as  per  Exhibits  A and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  in 

1897  took  over  the  fund  and  assumed  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  Income  on  the 
principal  sum  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum  is  appropriated  to  the  University  by  the  State  out  of  its 
general  revenue  as  per  Schedule  B-l.  The  uses  to  which  this  income  may  be  applied  are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment  a number  of  gifts  for  endowment,  the  income  alone  to  be  expended, 
have  been  received  from  private  individuals  and  agencies  as  detailed  in  Exhibit  D.  The  total  of  these 
gifts  on  June  30,  1937  was  $466,733  as  per  Exhibit  A.  This  total  was  distributed  among  the  following 


purposes :

The  difficulties  of  investment  of  funds  of  this  kind  have  become  increasingly  acute.  For  the  years 
ended  June  30.  1933  and  1934  the  income  received  on  endowment  fund  securities  was  4.6%.  For  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1935,  it  was  4.1%,  for  1936  it  was  3.8%,  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1937,  it  was 
3.6%.  Obviously,  this  decline  in  return  results  in  a serious  problem  in  the  effort  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
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for  which  these  endowments  were  created.  In  making  investments  of  such  funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
is  limited  by  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust  Investment  statute. 

Of  the  securities  included  in  the  foregoing  tabulation  the  sum  of  $327,170  represents  bonds  purchased 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  market  value  of  these  securities  on  June  30,  1937,  was  $334,168.

Funds  amounting  to  $125,292  were  provided  for  the  same  from  current  income,  $35,851  from  the 
State  appropriation  for  the  Mining  Laboratory,  $10,890  from  the  State  appropriation  for  Medical  and 

Dental  College  building  equipment  and  $118,084  from  a United  States  grant  for  the  Medical  and 

Dental  College  building,  leaving  a balance  of  $50,767  as  shown  in  Exhibit  E-l. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  sum  of  $3,678  was  expended  for  minor  building  improvements  and 
included  under  current  expenditures. 

Expenditures  for  improvements  to  buildings  covered  a number  of  projects  as  shown  in  Schedule  E-la, 
the  largest  of  which  were  Mining  Laboratory  (provided  for  by  special  State  appropriation)  $36,248  in  addi- 
tion to  $13,070  in  1935-36;  New  Radio  station  $21,453;  Scale  house  and  equipment  $12,570. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  the  University  received  from  the  Federal  Emergency  Administration 
of  Public  Works  $87,787  to  apply  on  the  grant  of  $366,000  toward  the  construction  of  the  second  unit 
of  the  Medical  and  Dental  College  building  in  Chicago.  Of  this  grant  $196,879  was  received  during  1935- 
36,  and  $81,334  is  expected  upon  completion  of  the  building.  The  United  States  also  made  a loan  of 
$1,091,000  for  the  construction  of  this  building,  and  because  this  loan  was  made  to  the  University  of 
Illinois  Foundation,  the  University  has  deeded  the  property  concerned  to  the  Foundation  as  trustee  until 
the  loan  is  repaid. 

Also,  capitalized  during  the  year  was  $5,120  provided  by  a grant  of  the  Federal  Works  Progress 
Administration  for  the  construction  of  a poultry  house  at  Urbana.  The  total  amount  of  the  grant  was 
$7,178,  but  only  $6,388  was  expended.  The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  reimbursed  the  Uni- 
versity for  expenditures  necessary  for  making  alterations  in  the  Old  Agriculture  building  so  that  that 
building  could  be  used  as  a regional  soybean  research  laboratory,  $4,500  being  the  amount  capitalized. 
Physical  Plant  of  the  University

United  States  Funds  for  Student  Aid 

During  the  past  year  the  United  States  Government  has  made  available  the  sum  of  $200,759  for  the 
employment  of  students  in  various  services  at  the  University  of  Illinois.  Payments  for  this  service  have 
been  made  directly  by  the  Government  to  the  students  thus  employed.  Since  the  funds  were  not 
handled  by  the  University,  the  amount  thereof  is  not  included  in  the  income  and  expenditure  schedules 
of  the  University.  A separate  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  these  funds  is  included  as  Appendix  I. 
Athletics  and  Other  Activities 

The  financial  operations  of  intercollegiate  athletics  are  handled  through  a separate  fund  under  the 
management  of  the  Athletic  Association,  a corporation.  The  funds  and  accounts  of  student  organiza- 
tions and  similar  activities  likewise  are  handled  through  separate  channels.  A report  of  all  of  these 
operations  is  published  separately.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees, 

University  of  Illinois: 

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  balance  sheet  of  the  UNIVERSITY  OF 
ILLINOIS  as  at  June  30,  1937  (Exhibit-  A)  and  of  the  statement  of  current  income 
and  expenditures  for  the  year  ended  that  date  (Exhibit  B).  In  connection  therewith, 
we  examined  or  tested  accounting  records  of  the  University  and  other  supporting  evi- 
dence and  obtained  information  and  explanations  from  department  heads  and  employees 
of  the  University;  we  also  made  a general  review  of  the  accounting  methods  and  of  the 
income  and  expenditure  accounts  for  the  year,  but  our  detailed  audit  was  limited  to 
test-checks  of  certain  transactions  for  portions  of  the  year,  as  set  forth  in  our  detailed 
report  submitted  under  separate  cover. 

Cash  held  by  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  University  of  Illinois  Revolving  Fund,  as 
of  June  30,  1937,  as  shown  by  the  books,  was  reconciled  with  the  amount  confirmed  to  us 
by  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts.  Cash  held  by  the  University  Treasurer  for  the  general, 
restricted  and  loan  funds  as  of  June  30,  1937,  as  shown  by  the  books,  was  reconciled  with 
the  amount  confirmed  to  us  by  the  depositary.  The  depositary  also  advised  us  that  United 
States  of  America  4%  Treasury  bonds  of  a principal  amount  of  $550,000  had  been  placed  in 
trust  as  collateral  securing  this  account. 

We  made  a test-inspection  of  notes  receivable  and  also  made  test-checks  of  the  trial 
balances  of  notes  and  accounts  receivable  to  the  detailed  receivable  ledgers,  the  totals 
of  which  were  found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  control  accounts  therefor.  The  amount 
shown  as  due  from  the  State  Board  for  Vocational  Education  ($11,633.80)  was  recon- 
ciled with  the  balances  confirmed  to  us  by  that  agency.  None  of  the  other  debtors  were  re- 
quested to  confirm  the  amounts  of  their  indebtedness  to  the  University.  Surplus  reserves 
aggregating  $15,404.68  have  been  provided  for  doubtful  receivables  in  the  general  funds. 

Investments  in  bonds,  stocks,  and  real  estate  mortgages,  etc.  were  accounted  for  as 
held  by  a safekeeping  agent  or  in  custody  of  University  officials.  Those  held  in  safekeep- 
ing were  confirmed  to  us  by  the  safekeeping  agent  and  those  in  the  custody  of  University 
officials  were  inspected  by  our  representatives.  We  reviewed  invoices  and  other  data  in 
support  of  the  major  additions  to  land,  buildings,  improvements  and  equipment.  Equity 
in  the  Medical  and  Dental  College  Building  Trust,  a trusteeship  for  the  ownership, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  a college  building  in  Chicago,  represents  the  net  assets 
of  the  trust  exclusive  of  the  unrealized  balance  of  a grant  to  the  University  from  the  United 
States  government  of  $81,333.33.  The  building  is  in  process  of  construction  and  is  en- 
cumbered by  a bond  issue  of  $1,091,000  on  which  the  Trust  is  the  obligor. 

Insofar  as  we  could  ascertain  from  the  examination  made,  all  liabilities  of  the  Uni- 
versity at  June  30,  1937,  both  direct  and  contingent,  are  reflected  in  the  accompanying 
balance  sheet,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Comptroller  have 
represented  that,  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  all  such  liabilities  were  dis- 
closed to  us. 

In  our  opinion,  based  upon  the  examination  made,  the  accompanying  balance  sheet 
and  related  statement  of  current  income  and  expenditures  fairly  present  the  financial 
position  of  the  University  at  June  30,  1937  and  the  current  income  and  expenditures  for 
the  year  ended  that  date  on  the  basis  indicated  therein.

(SECOND  UNIT  OF  MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  LABORATORIES,  CHICAGO) 

OUTLINE  OF  FINANCIAL  PROGRAM 

General  Plan 

Under  the  provisions  of  Senate  Bill  542,  passed  by  the  Fifty-ninth  General  Assembly,  approved  July  11, 
1935,  and  House  Joint  Resolution  117  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  the  construction  of  the  second  unit 
of  the  Medical  and  Dental  Laboratories  has  been  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  the  United  States  Government. 
This  project  known  as  P.W.A.  Project  111.  1057-R  is  referred  to  as  the  Medical  and  Dental  College  Building. 
The  total  cost  of  the  building  is  estimated  at  $1,457,000,  in  addition  to  which  $10,198  was  expended  from  Uni- 
versity funds  in  1936-37,  and  $39,600  was  expended  in  1930-31  for  architectural  services.  The  latter  expenditure 
was  made  out  of  an  appropriation  of  $1,400,000  of  the  General  Assembly  for  that  biennium.  On  account  of 
the  deficiency  of  state  revenues  during  that  period,  the  University  expended  from  this  appropriation  only  the 
amount  necessary  for  preparation  of  plans,  and  the  remainder  of  the  appropriation  was  allowed  to  lapse  unused. 

For  the  construction  of  the  building  under  the  new  plan,  the  United  States  Government  made  a direct 
grant  of  $366,000  to  the  University  and  a loan  of  $1,091,000.  The  loan  was  made  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
Foundation  through  the  medium  of  bonds  which  the  Foundation  issued  and  which  were  then  purchased  by  the 
United  States  through  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Public  Works,  and  the  site  on  which  the  building 
is  being  constructed  and  which  was  formerly  owned  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  was  conveyed 
to  the  Foundation  as  Trustee  under  a Trust  Agreement,  as  one  step  in  the  construction  program.  The  Founda- 
tion has  leased  the  property  to  the  University  on  annual  lease  with  option  of  renewal  from  year  to  year  for  an 
amount  of  rental  which  will  enable  the  Foundation  to  pay  the  interest  and  principal  of  bonds.  When  all  bonds 
have  been  paid  the  Foundation  must  deed  the  property  back  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University. 

The  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago  acts  as  Trustee  under  the  Trust  Indenture  securing  the  bond  issue, 
and  as  depository  bank  for  the  various  funds. 

United  States  Grant 

The  grant  of  $366,000  made  by  the  United  States  Government  was  paid  direct  to  the  University.  It  was 
deposited  in  a separate  bank  account  called  Construction  Fund  A in  the  name  of  the  University  of  Illinois 
Foundation.  It  is  disbursed  by  the  depository  bank  upon  vouchers  approved  by  the  Foundation  and  the  Uni- 
versity. As  of  June  30,  1937  only  the  first  and  second  payments  on  this  grant  have  been  received,  totaling 
$284,666.67,  leaving  $81,333.33  not  yet  received  to  complete  the  grant. 


Bond  Issue 

Bonds  were  issued  in  denominations  of  $1000  each.  They  are  dated  July  1,  1936  and  numbered  consecu- 
tively from  1 upward.  They  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  4%  per  annum  payable  semi-annually  and  mature 
serially  in  numerical  order,  lowest  numbers  first,  on  January  1 in  the  years  and  amounts  as  follows:

Bonds  are  redeemable  in  reverse  order  of  maturity  on  any  interest  date  at  par  plus  % of  1%  premium  for 
each  year,  or  fraction,  between  redemption  date  and  maturity  date. 

The  bonds  were  sold  at  par  and  accrued  interest  to  the  United  States  Government  on  August  12,  1936. 
The  proceeds  of  the  bonds  were  deposited  in  a separate  bank  account  called  Construction  Fund  B in  the  name 
of  the  University  of  Illinois  Foundation.  This  fund  is  disbursed  by  the  depository  bank  upon  vouchers  ap- 
proved by  the  Foundation  and  the  University,  for  construction,  and  for  interest  on  bonds  prior  to  the  date  of 
completion  of  the  building. 

Accrued  interest  received  at  the  time  the  bonds  were  sold  amounting  to  $5,212.56  was  deposited  in  a separate 
bank  account  with  the  First  National  Bank  of  Chicago,  entitled  Bond  Fund.  This  amount  together  with 
$16,607.44  transferred  from  Construction  Fund  B was  used  to  pay  interest  on  January  1,  1937  in  the  amount  of 

$21,820. 


University  of  Illinois  Funds  for  Rental 

Under  State  Senate  Bill  542  the  University  is  authorized  to  withhold  from  its  own  income  not  more  than 
$100,000  per  year  in  order  to  finance  the  new  Medical  Building.  The  money  thus  withheld  is  deposited  in  a 
separate  bank  account  entitled  “Frank  M.  Gordon,  Treasurer,  Board  of  Trustees,  University  of  Illinois  Medical 
and  Dental  College  Building  Special  Fund.’’  From  this  special  fund  the  lease  rental  is  paid  as  outlined  herein. 


Lease 

The  building  is  leased  by  the  Foundation  to  the  University  at  $86,000  per  year  from  Jarfuary  1,  1937. 
The  rental  is  paid  at  $7,200  on  the  first  of  January,  February,  March,  April,  May,  June,  July,  August  and  at 
$7,100  on  the  first  of  September,  October,  November  and  December  of  each  year.  This  rental  is  held  by  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Chicago  in  a separate  Foundation  bank  account  called  the  Revenue  Fund.  Semi- 
annually after  completion  of  the  building  the  bank  is  to  transfer  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  the  Bond  Fund  all 
of  the  Revenue  Fund  except  $2,000.  The  bank  uses  the  money  in  the  Bond  Fund  to  redeem  the  interest  coupons 
and  the  bonds  falling  due  at  the  next  interest  date  and  to  cover  fiscal  agency  expense. 

Financial  Statements

I am  submitting  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1938. 

The  year  1937-38  marks  the  seventieth  year  of  the  operation  of  the  University. 
Since  July  1,  1911  separate  reports  have  been  published  showing  the  financial  operations 
of  each  year.  Prior  to  that  time  records  of  the  financial  operations  appeared  only  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  first  Comptroller  of  the  University,  who 
served  from  1877  until  1912,  was  Professor  Samuel  Walker  Shattuck.  The  reports  for 
1913  (covering  two  years)  and  1914  were  issued  by  George  E.  Frazer,  Comptroller;  those 
for  1915  and  1916  by  W.  B.  Castenholz,  Comptroller;  and  those  from  1917  to  the  present 
date  by  the  writer.  These  reports  are  intended  to  form  a comprehensive  and  permanent 
record  of  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  periods  covered,  for  the  information  and 
reference  of  all  persons  interested  or  concerned. 

A condensed  summary  of  the  principal  facts  in  the  present  report  is  presented  on 
page  7 and  succeeding  pages  followed  by  detailed  financial  tables. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined  by  Arthur 
Andersen  & Co.,  Accountants  and  Auditors,  and  their  report  thereon  is  appended  herewith.

CONDENSED  SUMMARY 


General  Financial  Procedure 

A detailed  internal  budget  is  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  covering  all  funds,  and  all  financial  operations 
are  carried  out  in  strict  accord  with  that  budget  or  subsequent  revisions  made  by  the  Board.  The  report  pre- 
sented herewith  is  a review  of  these  operations  for  the  year  covered  by  it. 

Under  the  organization  of  the  University,  the  Comptroller  is  responsible  for  the  keeping  of  accounts  and 
the  preparation  of  financial  reports,  for  the  collection  of  all  money  due  the  University  and  the  deposit  of  the 
same  with  the  State  Treasurer  or  the  University  Treasurer,  for  the  purchasing  of  supplies  and  equipment,  and 
for  the  approval  of  expenditures  in  accordance  with  authorizations  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  For  the  purpose 
of  carrying  out  these  duties,  the  Business  Office  of  the  University  is  divided  into  divisions  in  charge  of  the 
Purchasing  Agent,  Chief  Accountant,  Bursar,  and  Business  Agent  of  the  Chicago  Departments.  An  Auditor, 
attached  to  the  office  of  the  Comptroller,  maintains  a continuous  internal  check  of  all  financial  operations  and 
records. 

All  money  received  by  the  University  which  is  of  a general  character  and  not  restricted  as  to  its  use  by 
outside  parties  or  agencies  is  deposited  immediately  with  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  University 
in  a fund  known  as  the  University  Revolving  Fund.  Money  which  is  restricted  in  its  use  such  as  United  States 
funds  and  trust  funds,  is  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  University.  Appropriations  are  made  to  the  Uni- 
versity by  the  General  Assembly  from  the  General  Revenue  Fund,  the  University  Mill  Tax  Fund,  and  the 
University  Revolving  Fund.  Disbursements  on  account  of  State  appropriations  to  the  University  from  funds 
in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  are  made  on  warrants  prepared  and  issued  by  the  State  Auditor  covering 
vouchers  certified  to  him  by  the  University.  Disbursements  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
University  are  made  by  check  prepared  by  the  Comptroller  and  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
or  a deputy,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  or  a deputy. 

University  Funds 

In  recognition  of  the  peculiar  problems  of  university  and  college  accounting,  principles  governing  accounts 
and  financial  reports  suited  to  such  institutions  have  been  worked  out  by  the  National  Committee  on  Stardard 
Reports  for  Institutions  of  Higher  Education.  The  accounts  of  the  University  of  Illinois  are  kept  and  its 
financial  reports  set  up  as  far  as  practicable  in  conformity  with  the  recommendations  of  this  committee.  Under 
that  plan  the  funds  of  the  University  are  classified  in  various  fund  groups,  and  the  accounts  and  financial 
statements  are  set  up  in  such  a way  as  to  clearly  segregate  the  assets,  obligations,  and  operations  of  each  of 
these  several  groups  as  indicated  in  the  balance  sheet  (Exhibit  A). 

State  Appropriations  for  the  Biennium 

The  principal  support  of  the  University  of  Illinois  comes  from  State  appropriations  from  tax  revenues. 
The  appropriations  to  the  University  for  current  expense  from  this  source  for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1, 
1937  were  $10,069,200.  An  appropriation  was  also  made  for  interest  on  the  endowment  fund  $64,902.  A special 
appropriation  of  $20,000  also  was  made  for  the  Cook  County  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  the  Medical  and  Dental  Laboratory  of  $350,000.  The  total  appropriations  thus  avail- 
able for  the  biennium  from  tax  revenues  (General  Revenue  and  Mill  Tax  funds)  amount  to  $10,504,102. 

The  General  Assembly  also  appropriated  to  the  University  the  receipts  from  United  States  grants  paid  to 
the  State  $295,530,  also  receipts  from  student  fees  and  other  institutional  income  to  the  extent  of  actual  receipts 
but  not  in  excess  of  $3,700,000. 

The  total  appropriations  to  the  University  by  the  General  Assembly  in  the  regular  session  for  the  current 
biennium  therefore  were  $14,499,632.  In  a special  session,  an  additional  emergency  appropriation  of  $700,000 
was  made  for  the  replacement  of  old  University  Hall. 

Current  Income  for  the  Year 

The  current  income  of  the  University  comes  from  State  appropriations  already  described,  from  United 
States  grants,  from  the  income  on  sundry  endowments  created  by  private  gifts,  and  from  various  gifts  from 
private  sources.  From  these  various  sources  the  University  realized  during  the  year  1937-38  income  for 
educational  and  general  purposes  to  the  amount  of  $7,706,251;  gross  income  from  operation  of  auxiliary 
activities,  residence  halls,  hospital,  etc.  $173,849;  from  funds  designated  for  fellowships  and  other  student  aid 
$30,156;  a grand  total  of  $7,910,256  as  shown  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l.  For  the  year  1936-37  this  income 
was  $6,929,335.

Current  Expenditures  for  the  Year 

Expenditures  during  the  year  for  educational  and  general  purposes  amounted  to  $7,534,124;  for  operating 
expense  of  residence  halls,  hospital,  and  other  auxiliary  activities,  $150,053;  for  fellowships  and  other  student 
aid  $29,958;  grand  total  of  $7,714, 135  as  indicated  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-2.  There  was  also  appropriated 
from  current  income  the  sum  of  $63,636  for  additions  and  replacements  in  the  physical  plant.  For  the  year 
1936-37  total  current  expenditures  amounted  to  $6,774,983  and  appropriations  for  physical  plant  additions 
amounted  to  $125,292.

Results  of  Operation 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  an  unencumbered  balance  of  general  funds  of  $91,007. 
The  current  income  for  the  year  exceeded  current  operating  expenditures  by  $196,121.  The  sum  of  $63,636 
was  appropriated  for  physical  plant  additions.  After  allowing  for  orders  and  contracts  outstanding  and  for 
necessary  reserves  there  remained  on  June  30,  1938  a free  balance  of  $173,636  representing  the  general  re- 
serve of  the  University.  This  balance  represents  the  reserve  of  the  University  to  meet  emergencies  and  to 
apply  toward  operation  of  the  second  year  of  the  biennium. 

Current  Restricted  Funds 

The  University  receives  from  a number  of  sources,  funds  the  uses  of  which  are  specified  by  outside  agencies 
or  persons.  These  funds  have  been  included  in  the  comments  and  figures  relating  to  current  income.  Some 
funds  are  in  the  form  of  public  appropriations  and  include  those  United  States  and  State  funds  which  are 
restricted  for  use  in  some  specific  division  of  the  University.  Other  funds  represent  gifts  from  private  agencies 
or  individuals.  Some  of  these  gifts  are  in  the  form  of  endowments  from  which  only  the  income  may  be  expended, 
while  others  may  be  expended  in  full  for  the  purposes  designated.  The  number  of  such  gifts  shows  a steady 
increase  and  they  represent  a wide  variety  of  purposes.  The  source  and  purpose  of  each  expendable  fund  of 
this  kind  together  with  details  of  its  operation  for  the  past  year  are  shown  in  Schedule  B-3. 

During  the  year  gifts  taken  into  income  amounted  to  $217,387,  other  additions  $19,932,  making  total  income 
for  the  year  of  $237,319;  this  amount  is  included  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l.  Expenditures  made  during 
the  year  total  $237,319  and  are  included  in  Schedule  B-2  and  subsidiary  schedules. 

Student  Loan  Funds 

In  1899  Professor  Edward  Snyder  gave  the  University  its  first  student  loan  fund,  amounting  to  $12,000. 
Many  other  funds  have  since  been  added,  and  in  most  cases,  income  after  allowing  for  collection  expense  has 
been  added  to  the  principal.  As  a result,  the  loanable  principal  of  these  funds  on  June  30,  1938  was  $325,912  as 
compared  with  $295,230  June  30,  1937.  Principal  additions  during  1937-38  were:

Loans  made  during  the  year  amounted  to  $85,453  and  loans  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  $65,579. 
Loans  outstanding  June  30,  1938  amounted  to  $218,196  as  compared  with  $198,321  as  of  June  30,  1937. 

Unloaned  money  on  hand  in  these  funds  at  the  end  of  the  year  amonted  to  $88,800  and  at  no  time  during 
the  year  was  less  than  $80,000.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  present  loan  funds  of  the  University  are  ample 
to  take  care  of  present  demands.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact,  however,  that  the  University  has  a compara- 
tively small  amount  of  funds  for  fellowships  or  scholarships,  the  total  endowments  for  these  purposes  at  the 
end  of  the  year  being  only  $413,757  and  the  amount  available  for  use  during  the  past  year  from  gift  funds  being 
only  $38,929,  including  expendable  gifts  as  well  as  endowment  income. 

Endowment  Funds 

Although  the  University  is  not  of  the  class  of  institutions  spoken  of  as  “endowed,”  it  has  received  a number 
of  endowment  gifts.  Under  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  an  endowment  fund  was  constituted 
from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  by  that  Act.  This  fund  now  represents  a permanent 
principal  of  $649,013  as  per  Exhibits  A and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  in  1897  took  over  the  fund  and  assumed 
responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest.  Income  on  the  principal  sum  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum  is 
appropriated  to  the  University  by  the  State  out  of  its  general  revenue  as  per  Schedule  B-l.  The  uses  to  which 
this  income  may  be  applied  are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment  a number  of  gifts  for  endowment,  the  income  alone  to  be  expended,  have 
been  received  from  private  individuals  and  agencies  as  detailed  in  Schedule  D-l.  The  total  of  these  gifts  on 
June  30,  1938  was  $693,881  as  per  Exhibit  A.  This  total  was  distributed  among  the  following  purposes:

While  the  amount  of  such  gifts  to  the  University  of  Illinois  has  been  substantial,  it  is  much  less  than  has 
been  received  by  several  other  state  institutions.  Many  worthy  objects  of  endowment  exist  for  which  adequate 
support  cannot  be  secured  from  other  sources  and  which  offer  excellent  opportunities  for  gifts  by  alumni  or 
other  interested  persons.

For  the  first  time  in  four  years  income  from  endowment  investments  in  the  custody  of  the  University 
shows  a slight  increase,  being  3.8%.  For  the  preceding  year  it  was  3.6%.  In  making  investments  of  such  funds, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  is  limited  by  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust  Investment  Statute,  which,  in  its  present 
form,  contains  restrictions  which  increase  the  difficulty  of  securing  suitable  investments  or  adequate  return. 

Under  the  present  investment  policy  all  cash  received  as  gifts  as  well  as  cash  realized  from  the  maturity 
or  sale  of  securities  or  other  property  received  as  gifts  for  endowment  is  pooled  for  investment  purposes  providing 
there  are  no  restrictions  in  the  terms  of  the  original  gifts  prohibiting  such  a procedure.  The  funds  making  up 
this  pool  share  in  income  in  proportion  to  their  contributions.  Securities  or  other  property  received  as  gifts 
are  carried  as  investments  in  the  specific  funds  for  which  they  were  received  until  such  time  as  they  mature  or 
are  disposed  of  for  cash,  after  which  the  cash  thus  realized  is  added  to  the  investment  pool. 

Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  group  securities  are  carried  to  a “Gains  and  Losses  on  Group  Investments” 
account.  On  June  30,  the  balance  in  this  account  amounted  to  $8,922. 

Plant  Funds

Funds  amounting  to  $63,636  were  provided  for  the  same  from  current  income,  $481  from  the  State  appro- 
priation for  the  Mining  Laboratory,  $324,862  from  the  State  appropriation  for  Medical  and  Dental  College 
building  equipment  and  $66,958  from  a United  States  grant  for  the  Medical  and  Dental  College  building,  leaving 
a balance  of  $62,371  as  shown  in  Exhibit  E-l. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  sum  of  $35,430  for  minor  improvements  and  the  sum  of  $397,479  for  depart- 
mental equipment  were  expended  from  current  funds  and  are  included  under  current  expenditures. 

University  Hall,  built  in  1873,  having  a book  value  of  $163,327  on  July  1,  1937,  was  condemned  and  razed 
during  the  year.  The  cost  of  moving  departments  to  other  quarters  involved  permanent  improvements  in  the 
Administration  Building,  Commerce  Building,  and  New  Agriculture  Building  totaling  $22,500.  This  is  included 
in  the  $35,430  for  minor  improvements  mentioned  above.  Razing  University  Hall  also  involved  moving  and 
other  costs  of  $17,858,  making  a total  of  $40,358. 

Also  the  old  Medical  Building  and  the  Dental  Building  in  Chicago  were  razed  during  the  year.  These 
buildings  were  purchased  in  1913,  and  had  on  July  1,  1937  book  values  of  $178,633  and  $68,349  respectively. 
Both  colleges,  Medicine  and  Dentistry,  are  now  housed  in  a new  Medical  and  Dental  College  Building  on  Polk, 
Lincoln  and  Wood  Streets,  Chicago,  Illinois. 

During  the  year,  the  University  received  from  the  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Public  Works 
$81,333  final  payment  on  the  grant  of  $366,000  for  the  construction  of  the  second  unit  of  the  Medical  and 
Dental  College  Building  in  Chicago.

The  State  of  Illinois  has  supplied  the  bulk  of  funds  for  this  investment.  Private  gifts  for  this  purpose,  however, 
have  amounted  to  $3,339,168. 


Comparative  Summary  of  Income  and  Expenditures 

A comparative  summary  of  income  and  expenditures  for  both  current  purposes  and  additions  to  plant 
for  the  years  1929-30  to  1937-38  appears  as  Schedule  T. 

United  States  Funds  for  Student  Aid 

During  the  past  year  the  United  States  Government  through  the  National  Youth  Administration  made 
available  the  sum  of  $122,383  for  the  employment  of  students  in  various  services  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 
Payments  for  this  service  were  made  directly  by  the  Government  to  the  students  thus  employed.  Since  the 
funds  were  not  handled  by  the  University,  the  amount  thereof  is  not  included  in  the  income  and  expenditure 
schedules  of  the  University.  A separate  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  these  funds  is  included  as  Appendix  I. 


Athletics  and  Other  Activities 

The  financial  operations  of  intercollegiate  athletics  are  handled  through  a separate  fund  managed  by  the 
Athletic  Association,  a corporation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University.  The  funds 
and  accounts  of  student  organizations  and  similar  activities  likewise  are  handled  through  separate  channels. 
All  of  these  activities  are  audited  by  the  Business  Office  and  a report  of  their  operations  is  published  separately. 


Conclusion 

The  enrollment  of  the  University  during  1937-38  was  the  largest  in  its  history.  Appropriations  for  the 
current  biennium  from  State  tax  revenues,  however,  were  only  $10,504,102  as  compared  with  $12,115,000 
for  1929-31.  State  appropriations  comprised  only  65.5%  of  the  income  of  the  University  as  compared  with 
70.4%  in  1930-31.  The  University  is  now  receiving  approximately  3.52^  out  of  each  dollar  of  revenue  of  the 
State  as  compared  with  6.58jf  in  1930-31.  The  cost  of  maintaining  the  University  in  terms  of  dollars  is  large 
but  as  compared  with  other  public  and  private  outlays  it  is  small.  Furthermore,  the  expense  of  the  University 
must  be  measured  in  terms  of  service  and  not  in  terms  of  dollars.  The  right  kind  of  a University  necessarily 
costs  a great  deal  of  money  and,  unless  such  an  expenditure  is  made,  satisfactory  results  cannot  be  secured.

We  have  made  an  examination  of  the  balance  sheet  of  the  UNIVERSITY  OF 
ILLINOIS  as  at  June  30,  1938  (Exhibit  A),  of  the  summaries  of  current  income  and  ex- 
penditures and  current  funds  surplus  (Exhibit  B),  and  of  the  summaries  of  other  fund 
transactions  (Exhibits  C,  D,  E-l  and  E-2)  for  the  year  ended  that  date.  In  connection 
therewith,  we  examined  or  tested  accounting  records  of  the  University  and  other  sup- 
porting evidence  and  obtained  information  and  explanations  from  its  officers  and  em- 
ployees; we  also  made  a general  review  of  the  accounting  methods  and  of  the' income  and 
expenditure  accounts  for  the  year,  but  we  did  not  make  a detailed  audit  of  the  transactions. 
The  financial  statements  above  mentioned  do  not  include  the  accounts  of  The  Athletic 
Association  of  the  University  of  Illinois  or  The  University  of  Illinois  Foundation. 

In  our  opinion,  based  upon  such  examination,  the  accompanying  balance  sheet  and 
related  summaries  of  current  income  and  expenditures,  current  funds  surplus,  and  changes 
in  other  funds  fairly  present,  in  accordance  with  accepted  principles  of  institutional  ac- 
counting consistently  maintained  by  the  University  during  the  year  under  review,  its 
financial  position  at  June  30,  1938  and  the  current  income  and  expenditures  and  fund 
transactions  for  the  year  ended  that  date.

I am  submitting  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1939. 

The  year  1938-39  marks  the  seventy-first  year  of  the  operation  of  the  University. 
Prior  to  1911  statements  of  the  financial  operations  appeared  only  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  since  1909  have  contained  the  annual  and  biennial  budgets. 
Since  July  1,  1911  separate  reports  have  been  published  showing  the  financial  operations 
of  each  year.  These  reports  are  intended  to  form  a comprehensive  and  permanent  record 
of  the  finances  of  the  University  for  the  periods  covered,  for  the  information  and  reference 
of  all  persons  concerned  or  interested. 

A condensed  summary  of  the  principal  facts  in  the  present  report  is  presented  on 
page  7 and  succeeding  pages  followed  by  detailed  financial  tables. 

The  accounts  of  the  University  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined  by  Arthur 
Andersen  & Co.,  Accountants  and  Auditors,  and  their  report  thereon  is  appended  herewith.

THE  OPERATING  DOLLAP  1938-39 
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CONDENSED  SUMMARY 


State  Appropriations  for  the  Biennium 

The  principal  support  of  the  University  of  Illinois  comes  from  State  appropriations  of  tax  revenues.  The 
appropriations  to  the  University  for  current,  expenses  from  this  source  for  the  biennium  beginning  July  1,  1937 
were  $10,069,200.  An  appropriation  was  also  made  for  interest  on  the  endowment  fund,  $64,902.  A special 
appropriation  of  $20,000  was  also  made  for  the  Cook  County  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  and  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  equipment  for  the  Medical  and  Dental  Laboratory,  $350,000.  In  a special  session 
an  additional  emergency  appropriation  of  $700,000  was  made  for  the  replacement  of  old  University  Hall, 
making  a grand  total  of  $11,204,102  from  tax  revenues. 

The  General  Assembly  also  appropriated  to  the  University  the  receipts  from  certain  United  States  grants 
paid  to  the  State,  $295,530;  also  receipts  from  student  fees  and  other  institutional  income  to  the  extent  of 
actual  receipts  deposited  in  the  State  Treasury  in  the  University  Income  (formerly  Revolving)  Fund  but  not 
in  excess  of  $3,950,000.  Total  of  all  legislative  appropriations  for  biennium  1937-39,  $15,449,632. 

Current  Income  for  the  Year 

The  current  income  of  the  University  comes  from  State  appropriations  already  described,  from  United 
States  grants,  from  the  income  on  sundry  endowments  created  by  private  gifts,  and  from  various  gifts  from 
private  sources.  From  these  various  sources  the  University  realized  during  the  year  1938-39  income  as  follows:

Results  of  Operation 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  University  had  an  unencumbered  balance  of  general  funds  of  $173,636. 
The  current  income  for  the  year  exceeded  current  operating  expenditures  by  $128,167.  The  sum  of  $162,553 
was  appropriated  for  physical  plant  additions.  After  allowing  for  orders  and  contracts  outstanding  and  for 
necessary  reserves  there  remained  on  June  30,  1939  a free  balance  of  $148,078  representing  the  general  reserve 
of  the  University  to  meet  emergencies  and  non-recurring  items. 
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Current  Restricted  Funds 

The  University  receives  from  a number  of  sources,  funds  the  uses  of  which  are  specified  by  outside  agencies 
or  persons.  These  funds  have  been  included  in  the  foregoing  comments  and  figures  relating  to  current  income. 
Some  funds  are  in  the  form  of  public  appropriations  and  include  those  United  States  and  State  funds  which 
are  restricted  for  use  in  some  specific  division  of  the  University.  Other  funds  represent  gifts  from  private 
agencies  or  individuals,  some  of  which  are  in  the  form  of  endowments  from  which  only  the  income  may  be 
expended,  while  others  may  be  expended  in  full  for  the  purposes  designated.  The  number  of  such  gifts  shows  a 
steady  increase  and  they  represent  a wide  variety  of  purposes.  The  source  and  purpose  of  each  expendable 
fund  of  this  kind  together  with  details  of  its  operation  for  the  past  year  are  shown  in  Schedule  B-3. 

During  the  year  gifts  taken  into  income  amounted  to  $264,642,  and  other  additions  $45,494,  making  total 
income  for  the  year  of  $310,136;  this  amount  is  included  in  Exhibit  B and  Schedule  B-l.  Expenditures  made 
during  the  year  total  $310,136  and  are  included  in  Schedule  B-2  and  subsidiary  schedules. 

Student  Loan  Funds 

All  student  loan  funds  of  the  University  arose  from  private  gifts  to  which  income  after  allowing  for  collec- 
tion expense  has  been  added.  As  a result,  the  loanable  principal  of  these  funds  on  June  30,  1939  was  $335,477 
as  compared  with  $325,912,  June  30,  1938.  Principal  additions  during  1938-39  were:

Loans  made  during  the  year  amounted  to  $114,630  and  loans  collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  $68,393. 
Loans  outstanding  June  30,  1939  amounted  to  $264,433  as  compared  with  $218,196  as  of  June  30,  1938. 

Endowment  Funds 

Although  the  University  is  not  of  the  class  of  institutions  spoken  of  as  “endowed,”  it  has  received  a number 
of  endowment  gifts.  Under  the  United  States  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862  an  endowment  fund  was  constituted 
from  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  to  the  State  by  that  Act.  This  fund  now  represents  a per- 
manent principal  of  $649,013  as  per  Exhibits  A and  D.  The  State  of  Illinois  in  1897  took  over  the  fund  and 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  5%  per  annum  which  is  appropriated  to 
the  University  out  of  general  revenue  as  per  Schedule  B-l.  The  uses  to  which  this  income  may  be  applied 
are  unrestricted. 

In  addition  to  this  endowment  a number  of  gifts  for  endowment,  the  income  alone  to  be  expended,  have 
been  received  from  private  individuals  and  agencies  as  detailed  in  Schedule  D-l.  The  total  of  these  gifts 
on  June  30,  1939  was  $692,033  as  per  Exhibit  A.  This  total  was  distributed  among  the  following  purposes:

While  the  amount  of  such  gifts  to  the  University  of  Illinois  has  been  substantial,  it  is  much  less  than  has 
been  received  by  several  other  state  institutions.  Many  worthy  objects  of  endowment  exist  for  which  adequate 
support  cannot  be  secured  from  other  sources  and  which  offer  excellent  opportunities  for  gifts  by  alumni  or 
other  interested  persons.

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The  problem  of  securing  adequate  return  from  endowment  investments  is  a most  difficult  one.  The 
average  income  for  1938-39  was  3.5%  as  compared  with  3.8%  in  1937-38.  In  making  investments  of  such 
funds,  the  Board  of  Trustees  follows,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  a donor,  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois  Trust 
Investment  Statute,  which,  in  its  present  form,  contains  restrictions  which  increase  the  difficulty  of  securing 
suitable  investments  or  adequate  return. 

Endowment  funds  are  pooled  for  purpose  of  investment  except  as  conditions  of  individual  funds  prevent. 
Gains  and  losses  on  the  sale  of  group  securities  are  carried  to  a “Gains  and  Losses  on  Group  Investments” 
account.  On  June  30,  1939  the  balance  in  this  account  amounted  to  $8,170. 

Plant  Funds 

Expenditures  of  specific  plant  funds  during  the  past  year  for  improvement  of  the  physical  plant  of  the 
University  amounted  to  $352,137,  covering  the  following  items  (see  Exhibit  E-l):

Funds  amounting  to  $162,553  were  provided  for  the  same  from  current  income,  $700,000  from  the  State 
appropriation  for  Gregory  Hall,  and  $572,728  from  a United  States  grant  for  additions  to  the  Library  and 
McKinley  hospital,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $1,159,763  as  shown  in  Exhibit  E-l. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  sum  of  $60,866  for  minor  improvements  and  the  sum  of  $380,827  for  depart- 
mental equipment  were  expended  from  current  funds  and  are  included  under  current  expenditures. 

During  the  year,  the  University  secured  from  the  Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Public  Works  a 
grant  of  $450,000  for  the  construction  of  the  new  Illini  Union  building.  Since  the  complete  plan  for  financing 
that  building  was  not  concluded  at  this  date,  a full  statement  concerning  it  is  deferred  until  next  year’s  report. 

During  the  year  the  University  concluded  a lease  and  purchase  contract  with  the  University  of  Illinois 
Union,  Inc.,  for  the  old  Union  building  (Student  Center)  and  the  Union  Arcade  (Bradley)  building. 

During  the  year  a portion  of  the  Pharmacy  building  (Chicago)  with  a book  value  of  $123,699  was  con- 
demned and  razed,  and  its  value  removed  from  the  inventory.

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United  States  Funds  for  Student  Aid  and  Other  Purposes 

During  the  past  year  the  United  States  Government  through  the  National  Youth  Administration  made 
available  the  sum  of  $141,400  for  the  employment  of  students  in  various  services  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 
Payments  for  this  service  were  made  directly  by  the  Government  to  the  students  thus  employed.  Since  the 
funds  were  not  handled  by  the  University,  the  amount  thereof  is  not  included  in  the  income  and  expenditure 
schedules  of  the  University.  A separate  statement  of  the  expenditures  of  these  funds  is  included  as  Appendix  I. 

Also,  $241,084  was  provided  by  grants  from  the  Works  Progress  Administration.  Of  this  sum  $150,057 
was  for  the  expansion  of  fields  of  research  for  the  College  of  Agriculture.  In  the  Colleges  of  Medicine  and 
Dentistry,  $91,027  was  used  for  the  purpose  of  providing  more  adequate  care  of  needy  patients. 

Athletics  and  Other  Activities 

The  financial  operations  of  intercollegiate  athletics  are  handled  through  a separate  fund  managed  by  the 
Athletic  Association,  a corporation,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University.  The  funds 
and  accounts  of  student  organizations  and  similar  activities  likewise  are  handled  through  separate  channels. 
All  of  these  activities  are  audited  by  the  Business  Office  and  a report  of  their  operations  is  published  separately.

ILLINOIS  as  at  June  30,  1939  (Exhibit  A),  of  the  summaries  of  current  income  and 
expenditures  and  current  funds  surplus  (Exhibit  B),  and  of  the  summaries  of  other  fund 
transactions  (Exhibits  C,  D,  E-l,  and  E-2)  for  the  year  ended  that  date.

Appendix  IV 

OUTLINE  OF  FINANCIAL  PROGRAM  FOR  LEASE  AND  PURCHASE  OF 
ILLINOIS  UNION  AND  ARCADE  BUILDINGS 


The  agreement  made  as  of  July  1,  1938  between  the  University  of  Illinois  Union,  Inc.,  and  the  University, 
provides  in  part  that  the: 

1.  Union,  in  consideration  of  the  payment  of  $19,153.11,  leases  to  the  University  the  Union  building 
property  and  the  Arcade  building  property.  (See  Schedule  E-2h  of  main  report). 

2.  Lease  is  effective  for  a period  of  one  year  beginning  July  1,  1938,  renewable  from  year  to  year  at  option 
of  University. 

3.  University  pays  as  rental  to  the  Union  $17,500  per  year.  (Included  in  physical  plant  operation 
expenditures.) 

4.  Union  pays  out  of  money  received  by  it  from  rentals  under  paragraph  (3)  all  taxes,  all  special  assess- 
ments, all  interest  on  mortgage  obligations  as  it  becomes  due,  and  all  principal  payments  on  mortgage  obliga- 
tions as  they  become  due,  together  with  office  expenses.  (See  Schedule  E-2h  of  the  main  report.) 

5.  Union  assigns  to  the  University  all  existing  leases  as  of  July  15, 1938.  (See  Schedule  B-3  of  main  report.) 

6.  University  has  the  privilege  at  any  time  during  the  period  of  this  lease  with  the  consent  of  the  holders 
thereof  of  paying  additional  sums  to  be  applied  specifically  on  the  unpaid  principal  of  mortgage  obligations  of 
$155,763  as  of  July  15,  1938  on  the  premises  covered  by  this  lease.  Whenever  such  payments  together  with 
the  payments  made  of  rental  as  provided  by  the  agreement  are,  in  the  aggregate,  sufficient  to  cover  all  such 
indebtedness  the  Union  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the  University  convey  the  premises  in  fee  simple  to  the 
University. 

7.  University,  during  the  time  covered  by  this  contract  agrees  at  its  own  expense  to  maintain  the  buildings 
located  on  the  premises.
